CLEVELAND, Sept. 3—A new 
land plane speed record was made 
today at the National Air Races by 
Maj. James H. Doolittle of St. Louis, 
who covered a_ three-kilometer 
course at an average of 296.287 
miles an hour. 

Eclipsing the eight-year-old rec- 
ord of Warrant Officer Bonnett of 
France by 17.807 miles an hour, 
the St. Louis flyer drove his snub- 


nosed plane six times over the 
straightaway and took the best 
four consecutive laps for his high 
average. 

He carried a sealed barograph, 
and his only doubt of not making 
an official record lay in a pull-up 
from the course at the beginning 
of his runs when a group of army 
planes in formation crossed his 
path to land. 

His record will rate as official 
only after the instrument is cali- 
brated in Washington and the flight 
report homologated by the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale, 
world governing aviation body in 
Paris. . : 

Time of Each Lap. 

The speed recorded for each lap 
was 293.047, 287.154, 309.040, 
281.966, 306.99 and 283.156 miles 
an hour. The average of the sec- 
ond to fifth dashes, inclusive, was 
taken at the new mark. 

Maj. Doolittle, former Air Corps 
fiver, looked glum as he landed, 
but a wide grin spread over his 
face as he learned that he had 
succeeded in shattering the mark 
after his failure Wednesday to car- 
ry a barograph when he averaged 
232501 miles an hour. 

Doolittle. was still far short of 
the maximum air speed _ record, 
Lieut. G. H. Stainforth having set 
& mark of 406.997 miles an hour in 
a seaplane in 1931 at Lee on the 
Solent, in England. 

His engine pumped oil part of 
the time, Doolittle said. The splat- 
tering Oil impaired his vision some- 
what, but not seriously. 

“The ship behaved wonderfully,” 
Doolittle said, “but I still think 
there are five miles or more in it. 
But it's Russ Boardman’s ship and 
I think it-no more than right that 
he should be able to take it and 
eet out of it all that he can. He 
Will bust 300 miles an hour and 
then we'll all be happy.” 


Used Boardman’s Plane. 

The plane, a barrel-shaped ship 
with an 800-horsepower air-cooled 
engine, was to have been Russell 
Boardman’s entry in the races, but 
the trans-Atlantic flyer was hurt in 
an accident while testing another 
Plane, and Doolittle, whose own 
fast plane was damaged in a land- 
ing at Wichita, Kan., took his place. 

The three-kilometer course is a 
distance of 9844.5 feet, over which 
rules require that the maximum 
a\itude be 75 meters, or 244 feet. 
‘wo approaches, 600 meters, or 
1629 feet in distance, are located 
at either end of the course in which 
level flight must be made. The 
maximum height allowed before

Sheriff Ira McCloskey of Clearfield 

County, tonight announced that a 


man describing himself as Garrett 
Schenck, Hopewell, N. dJ> fish 
merchant was being questioned 
in connection with the kidnaping of 
the Lindbergh baby. 

McCloskey said that he and oth- 
er officers found Schenck this 
afternoon in an abandoned farm 
house four miles from Somerset. 

McCloskey said Schenck was 
taken from his fish wagon in Hope- 
well 76 days ago by a private in- 
vestigator of Johnstown, on the 
latter’s own initiative, and taken 
to a mountain cabin near Dubois. 
Three men, McCloskey said, held 
Schenck captive, threatening him 
with pistols and Aug. 25 trans- 
ferred him to the Somerest farm 
house. 

McCloskey said two of the guards 
were in custody but the third had 
not been found. , 

Schenck and the two guards 
were brought here. The authorities 
plan to take Schenck to Clear- 
field, where agents of the Bureau 
of Investigation, Department of 
Justice, will take up the inquiry. 

At Trenton, N. J., Capt. John J. 
Lamb, one of those who directed 
the investigation of the Lindbergh 
kidnaping, said the New Jersey 
State police had no knowledge of 
the arrest of Schenck and would 
not seek to question him, so far 
as he knew. 


Department of Justice Agent Sent 
to See Prisoner. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The 
Bureau of Investigation of the Jus- 
tice Department tonight ordered an 
agent to Johnstown, Pa., where a 
man identified as Clarence Schenck 
has been arrested for questioning 
in the Lindbergh baby kidnaping, 
to see if the department “has any 
jurisdiction or any interest in the 
new angle.”

LAREDO, Tex., Sept. 3.—Ten 
men apparently were swept to their 
deaths here late today in the angry 
flood waters of the Rio Grande 
River a few hours before the 
stream was thought to have 
reached its crest, » 

About 15 men were flung into 
the water near the south side of 
the international railway bridge 
when it collapsed after being 
weakened by the steady pounding 
of debris and the strain of the 
current, 

Tonight three of the group still 
clung to lamp posts on the nearby 
international footbridge. Numerous 
vain attempts at rescue were being 
made. 

Ropes were shot toward them 
with bows and arrows, but no one 
succeeded in getting a line to any 
of the three. Inflated automobile 
inner tubes were thrown into the 
current in the hope the men could 
catch some of them for use as life 
preservers. 

One Swims Ashore. 

One of the men on the bridge 
when it collapsed managed to swim 
to the Mexican side of the river. 
He was E. E. Sharkey, railway 
conductor of the National Lines of 
Mexico. 

Three or four others were seen 
to go down in the swirling waters. 
It was thought likely that all had 
drowned except Sharkey and the 
three who still clung to the lamp 
posts. 

Watchers were uncertain as to 
the exact number of men on the 
bridge when it broke, nor was the 
identity of the three clinging to 
the lamp posts ascertained. 

The railway bridge is 333 feet 
long. The spans which collapsed 
were near the Mexican side of the 
river. 

Laredo is cut off from highway 
traffic. The international bridge 
was under 10 feet of water. Bridges 
were submerged by flooded creeks 
and arroyos on all highways on 
the American side. 

Many Are Rescued. 

Many rescues were reported on 
both the Méxican and the Amer- 
ican sides of the Rio Grande, far 
up and down the stream. Scouting 
parties were sent out to carry 
people living in lowlands to 
safety. 

United States soldiers from Fort 
McIntosh took part in the work. 
Irrigation pumping plants along 
the river were under water and 
damage to them was expécted to 
be heavy. Many drowned sheep 
and cattle were floating down the 
river. 

The flood extended = several 
blocks into the business section of 
Nuevo Laredo, across the river in 
Mexico. In Laredo the water ex- 
tended a block back from the in- 
ternational bridge. 


STATE OF SIEGE DECLARED 
IN CAPITAL OF ECUADOR 


Total Dead in Putting Down Re- 
bellion in Quito Announced 
as 800, 

GUAYAQUIL, Sept. 3.—A state 
of siege was declared today in Qui- 
to, the capital of Ecuador, where 
Federal forces had succeeded in 
putting down the rebellion aimed 
at making Neptali Bonifaz Presi- 
dent. 

The total dead as a result of the 
fighting in Quito, which lasted sev- 
en days, was officially announced 
as 800. The authorities were seizing 
all arms in the possession of civil- 


lians. Thus far 1200 rifles have 
been recovered. 

With the restoration of tele- 
graphic communication it was 


learned there was no truth in re- 
ports of the assassination of Gen. 
Leonidas Plaza, former President 
of the republic, and Col. Juan 
Manuel Lasso, military leader. 


LINER STOPPED TO SAVE DOG 


Life Boat Sent to Rescue After Wolf 
Hound Falls Overboard. 

DURBAN, Sept. 3.—When Moby 
Dick, a big Alsatian wolf hound, 
slithered into the sea from the deck 
of the City of New York, off the 
coast of Africa, the liner stopped 
and a life boat crew searched for 
the dog until he was sighted strug- 
gling in the waves. 

Moby Dick, salty, but not dis- 
pirited, was hauled into the life 
boat while passengers lined the 
deck rail cheering. The dog had 
been brought from New York be- 
cause his mistress didn’t want to 
leave him in care of the apartment 
house janitor. 


-Rome Bids for Honeymooners. 

ROME, Sept. 3.—Pope Pius and 
Premier Mussolini hav started a 
movement to make Rome the 
honeymoon capital of the world. 
Government railroads today ampli- 
fied previous concessions by of- 
fering a one-fifth rate for honey- 
moon round-trips from anywhere 
in Italy to Rome and from Rome 
to Venice, Florence, Naples and 
Capri.

A man described by companions 
as Weldon J. Etter, 25 years old, 
was shot in the back of the head 
and critically wounded last night 
by Virgil R. Carter, East St. Louis 
garage owner, who said the man 
or one of his companions had at- 
tempted to steal his automobile. 

Carter said that about 8:30 
o’clock he saw several men get out 
of an old touring car in front of 
his garage at 223 North Seventh 
street and start to tamper with the 
spare tire of a customer's automo- 
bile, left there a few minutes earlier 
for repairs. 

“Then one of them walked over 
and got in my car as though to 
start it up,”’ Carter told police. “I 
reached in a drawer and got an 
automatic pistol and started out 
of the office. A door squeaked 
and the man in my car jumped 
out and ran across the street. 

“The touring car started away 
but slowed down, apparently to 
pick up the man who had run, I 
couldn't see whether he got in or 
not. I called out for the men in 
the touring car to stop and fired 
one shot, which hit the driver. 

“As the driver slumped over the 


wheel, I ran up and told the other 


two men in the car to put up their 
hands, which they did.” 

Meanwhile, Herman Felsen, the 
customer who had left his car for 
repairs, had returned and called 
police, who arrested the two men 
in the touring car. Etter, uncon- 
scious, was taken to St. Mary's Hos- 
pital.

FIVE GOLDEN GOAT HEADS 
FOUND IN ANCIENT PALACE 


U. 8S. Archeologists at Damghan, 
Persia, Report Discovery Pos- 
sibly Rivaling That of Ur.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—Dis- 
covery in Persia of gold and silver 
jewelry, copper weapons, accou- 
trements and vessels carved in ala- 
baster—all believed to be about 
3600 years old—was announced to- 
day by Horace H, F. Jayne, direc- 
tor of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum. 

Jayne said the find made at 
Damghan might easily rival the 
discovery of the royal tombs at Ur 
in 1928. 

Dr. Erich Schmidt, field direc- 
tor of the museum’s archeological 
expedition in Persia, did not re- 
port in what part of the Damghan 
site the treasure was found, but 
it was assumed it was one of the 
chambers of a small palace, the 
existence of which had been re- 
ported previously. Jayne said he 
understood the palace apparently 
had been buried at an early date 
by some natural catastrophe, prob- 
ably a fire, and had not been dis- 
turbed since. 

Dr. Schmidt reported one of the 
feattres of the find is a set of five 
heads of mountain goats wrought 
in gold. These suggest merian 
affinities which, if established, will 
be of singular scientific impor- 
tance,

Retiring Chief Executive 
Takes Occasion to Praise 
Work of United States

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 3.—With 


the support of the National Revo- 
lutionary party, Gen. Abelardo /L. 
Rodriguez, who received much of 
the credit for stamping out the 
Escobar revolt of 1929, was assured 
tonight of becoming Mexico’s next 
President. 

Gen. Rodriguez received the 


unanimous approval of the Nation- 
al Revolutionary bloc in Congress 
at a meeting of Senators and Depu- 
ties tonight. This made his elec- 
tion certain. He will appear before 
a joint session to take the oath of 
office at 10 o’clock tomorrow. 

Ortiz Rubio’s resignation will be 
given to Congress and acted on 
previously. Tomorrow night Ortiz 
Rubio will leave for Hot Springs, 
Ark., for rest and treatment, Form- 
er Minister of War Joaquin Amaro 
will accompany him as far as the 
border. 

Praises /U, S. Envoy’s Work. 

Ortiz Rubio said he had received 
health benefits at Hot Springs be- 
fore and he hoped his condition 
would again be improved. He took 
occasion to praise the work of 
United States Ambassador J. Reu- 
ben Clark Jr. and said his methods 
closely followed those of the late 
Dwight W, Morrow, : 


At a preliminary caucus 
morning Gen, Manuel Perez Tre- 
vino, president of the party, said 
Mexico must show the world it has 
stable Democratic government and 
that the change in administration 
must take place without disorder. 

Gen. Trevino announced that 
four names were under considera- 
tion for the presidency. He tried 
out these candidates on his hearers. 

First he named Alberto J. Pani, 
Minister of Finance. There was no 
demonstration. Next came Gen. 
Joaquin Amaro, many times a Cab. 
inet Minister. There was no dem- 
onstration. Next was Gen. Rodri- 
guez, and the party members in- 
dulged in the most enthusiastic 
sort of demonstration. Last came 
Gen. Jaun Jose Rios, Minister of 
Interior, but hig name elicted no 
applause. 

President Ortiz Rubio is retir- 
ing a little more than two and a 
half yeafs after his inauguration, 
He was to have served the remain- 
ing four years of the six-year term 
of the late Alvaro Obregon, 


Political unrest which resulted in 
his resignation had its immediate 
beginning in a dispute between the 
President’s brother, Francisco, and 
Vicente Estrada Cajigal who was 
Governor of the Federal District of 
Mexico City. The dispute involved 
the administration of the General 
Hospital. The District Governor 
resigned and subsequently four men 
refused appointments as his suc- 
cessor. There appeared to be a 
clear party line-up with Gen, Plu- 
tarco Elias Calles, Mexico’s lead- 
ing military and political figure, 
supporting Cajigal. 

.Even before this incident, how- 
ever, there had been major difti- 
culties which involved the resigna- 
tion of two Cabinets in the past 
Each time the President re- 
organized the Cabinet, calling in 
Calles himself frequently. 


Gives Reasons for Resignation. 

President Ortiz Rubio explained 
that “serious reasons” were respon- 
sible for his retirement, listing some 
of them. 


“I resign with a spirit of cordial- 
ity,” he said, “as you know the 
manner in which Congress received 
my presidential address. I do not 
care to give the text of my resigna- 
tion before it is presented to Con- 
gress. The serious reasons I give 
in it are sufficient for my resigna- 
tion. 

“The principal reason is my 
health. The nation needs tranquil- 
lity. The President must not be a 
national problem. When the Pres- 
ident feels that is the,cause of 
agitation he should retire. He 
should not constitute a problem to 
the nation any more than any. oth- 
er man. Mexico has demonstrated 
its constitutional government and 
this we do for the good and tran- 
quillity of the nation.”

“Moreover, the railroads are likes 
wise burdened by this local tax exe 
pense, and it requires only a mo<« 
ment’s reflection to see that when 
we burden the railroads in this way 
and force them to the brink of ree 
ceivership, we are endangering the 
savings of the people in their sav«- 
ings banks and their insurance 
company. 

Distribution of Strain. 

“The economic life of the coun<« 
try is a seamless web. It must be 
adjusted so that strains are equally 
distributed and constant vigilance 
must be exercised to avoid a break 
in any one place.” 

“My principle, however, and that 
of the Democratic party,” he con- 
tinued, “is that every part of this 
seamless web is precious to the 
welfare of the nation, and that the 
small farmer and the small home- 
Owner must be the object of our 
most careful solicitude in thesd 
times of distress and relief.

By the Associated Press, 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 3.— 

Sheriff Ira McCloskey of Clearfield 

County, tonight announced that a 


man describing himself as Garrett 
Schenck, Hopewell, N. dJ> fish 
merchant was being questioned 
in connection with the kidnaping of 
the Lindbergh baby. 

McCloskey said that he and oth- 
er officers found Schenck this 
afternoon in an abandoned farm 
house four miles from Somerset. 

McCloskey said Schenck was 
taken from his fish wagon in Hope- 
well 76 days ago by a private in- 
vestigator of Johnstown, on the 
latter’s own initiative, and taken 
to a mountain cabin near Dubois. 
Three men, McCloskey said, held 
Schenck captive, threatening him 
with pistols and Aug. 25 trans- 
ferred him to the Somerest farm 
house. 

McCloskey said two of the guards 
were in custody but the third had 
not been found. , 

Schenck and the two guards 
were brought here. The authorities 
plan to take Schenck to  Clear- 
field, where agents of the Bureau 
of Investigation, Department of 
Justice, will take up the inquiry. 

At Trenton, N. J., Capt. John J. 
Lamb, one of those who directed 
the investigation of the Lindbergh 
kidnaping, said the New Jersey 
State police had no knowledge of 
the arrest of Schenck and would 
not seek to question him, so far 
as he knew. 


Department of Justice Agent Sent 
to See Prisoner. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—The 
Bureau of Investigation of the Jus- 
tice Department tonight ordered an 
agent to Johnstown, Pa., where a 
man identified as Clarence Schenck 
has been arrested for questioning 
in the Lindbergh baby kidnaping, 
to see if the department “has any 
jurisdiction or any interest in the 
new angle.”

LAREDO, Tex., Sept. 3.—Ten 
meén apparently were swept to their 
deaths here late today in the angry 
flood waters of the Rio Grande 
River a few hours before the 
stream was thought to have 
reached its crest. » 

About 15 men were flung into 
the water near the south side of 
the international railway bridge 
when it collapsed after being 
weakened by the steady pounding 
of debris and the strain of the 
current, 

Tonight three of the group still 
clung to lamp posts on the nearby 
international footbridge. Numerous 
vain attempts at rescue were being 
made. 

Ropes were shot toward them 
with bows and arrows, but no one 
succeeded in getting a line to any 
of the three. Inflated automobile 
inner tubes’ were thrown into the 
current in the hope the men could 
catch some of them for use as life 
preservers. 

One Swims Ashore. 

One of the men on the bridge 
when it collapsed managed to swim 
to the Mexican side of the river. 
He was E. E. Sharkey, railway 
conductor of the National Lines of 
Mexico. 

Three or four others were seen 
to go down in the swirling waters. 
It was thought likely that all had 
drowned except Sharkey and the 
three who still clung to the lamp 
posts. 

Watchers were uncertain as to 
the exact number of men on the 
bridge when it broke, nor was the 
identity of the three clinging to 
the lamp posts ascertained. 

The railway bridge is 333 feet 
long. The spans which collapsed 
were near the Mexican side of the 
river. 

Laredo is cut off from highway 
traffic. The international bridge 
was under 10 feet of water. Bridges 
were submerged by flooded creeks 
and arroyos on all highways on 
the American side. 

Many Are Rescued. 

Many rescues were reported on 
both the Mexican and the Amer- 
ican sides of the Rio Grande, far 
up and down the stream. Scouting 
parties were sent out to carry 
people living in lowlands to 
safety. 

United States soldiers from Fort 
McIntosh took part in the work. 
Irrigation pumping plants along 
the river were under water and 
damage to them was expécted to 
be heavy. Many drowned sheep 
and cattle were floating down the 
river. 

The flood extended several 
blocks into the business section of 
Nuevo Laredo, across the river in 
Mexico. In Laredo the water ex- 
tended a block back from the in- 
ternational bridge. 


STATE OF SIEGE DECLARED 
IN CAPITAL OF ECUADOR 


Total Dead in Putting Down Re- 
bellion in Quito Announced 
as 800. 

GUAYAQUIL, Sept. 3.—A state 
of siege was declared today in Qui- 
to, the capital of Ecuador, where 
Federal forces had ,succeeded in 
putting down the rebellion aimed 
at making Neptali Bonifaz Presi- 
dent. 

The total dead as a result of the 
fighting in Quito, which lasted sev- 
en days, was officially announced 
as 800. The authorities were seizing 
all arms in the possession of civil- 
Thus far 1200 rifles have 
been recovered. 

With the restoration of tele- 
graphic communication it was 
learned there was no truth in re- 
ports of the assassination of Gen. 
Leonidas Plaza, former President 
of the republic, and Col. Juan 
Manuel Lasso, military leader.

gling in the waves. 

Moby Dick, salty, but not dis- 
pirited, was hauled into the life 
boat while passengers lined the 
deck rail cheering.

FOUND IN ANCIENT PALACE 


U. S. Archeologists at Damghan, 
Persia, Report Discovery Pos- 
sibly Rivaling That of Ur.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—Dis- 
covery in Persia of gold and silver 
jewelry, copper weapons, accou- 
trements and vessels carved in ala- 
baster—all believed to be about 
3500 years old—was announced to- 
day by Horace H. F. Jayne, direc- 
tor of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum. 

Jayne said the find made at 
Damghan might easily rival the 
discovery of the royal tombs at Ur 
in 1928.

Rodriguez, who received much of 
the credit for stamping out the 
Escobar revolt of 1929, was assured 
tonight of becoming Mexico’s next 
President. 

Gen. Rodriguez received the 


unanimous approval of the Nation- 
al Revolutionary bloc in Congress 
at a meeting of Senators and Depu- 
ties tonight. This made his elec- 
tion certain. He will appear before 
a joint session to take the oath of 
office at 10 o’clock tomorrow. 

Ortiz Rubio’s resignation will be 
given to Congress and acted on 
previously. Tomorrow night Ortiz 
Rubio will leave for Hot Springs, 
Ark., for rest and treatment, Form- 
er Minister of War Joaquin Amaro 
will accompany him as far as the 
border. 

Praises /U, S. Envoy’s Work. 

Ortiz Rubio said he had received 
health benefits at Hot Springs be- 
fore and he hoped his condition 
would again be improved. He took 
occasion to praise the work of 
United States Ambassador J. Reu- 
ben Clark Jr. and said his methods 
closely followed those of the late 
Dwight W, Morrow, 


At a preliminary caucus 
morning Gen, Manuel Perez Tre- 
vino, president of the party, said 
Mexico must show the world it has 
stable Democratic government and 
that the change in administration 
must take place without disorder. 

Gen. Trevino announced that 
four names were under considera- 
tion for the presidency. He tried 
out these candidates on his hearers. 

First he named Alberto J. Pani, 
Minister of Finance. There was no 
demonstration. Next came Gen. 
Joaquin Amaro, many times a Cab. 
inet Minister. There was no dem- 
onstration. Next was Gen. Rodri- 
guez, and the party members in- 
dulged in the most enthusiastic 
sort of demonstration. Last came 
Gen. Jaun Jose Rios, Minister of 
Interior, but his name elicted no 
applause.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Amer- 
ican officials expressed doubt to- 
day that France and other Powers 
signing the Versailles treaty would 
ask the opinion of .the United 
States concerning the German note 
to France seeking equality at arms 
with other European Powers. 

Meanwhile the State Department 
made clear that the United States 
stands emphatically for disarma- 
ment and looks with disfavor on 
any plan which would result in an 
increase of armed forces. 

The United States is in an iso- 
lated position with relation to part 
five of the Versailles treaty, which 
places drastic restriction upon Ger- 
many’s armed forces. The special 
peace treaty the United States 
negotiated with Germany in 1921, 
after the Versailles treaty failed of 
ratification by the Senate. {t 
provides that the “rights and ad- 
vantages” included in part five and 
a number of other parts of the 
Versailles document shall be en- 
joyed by the United States, but 
this country never..has sought, and 
officials do not think it is likely it 
will seek, any definition of these 
“rights and advantages.” 

There has always been a disposi- 
tion to hold aloof from that treaty 
which many officials regard as es- 
sentially a document of the Allied 
Powers. 

American efforts to effect world 
disarmament have been kept as 
free as possible from treaty ar- 
rangements in Europe, and it is 
indicated in official circles that this 
policy will be continued in the 
fiope that armament costs may be 
generally reduced in the interest 
of economic recovery.

Governor once remarked, “Con- 
necticut is right at my back door 
from my Hyde Park home.” 

They were served a light lunch- 
eon before going to the dinner.

Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt departed 
after the meeting for their home at 
Hyde Park, New York, where they 
will spend tomorrow and Labor 
day. 

Smith Partisans Friendly. 

Roosevelt spoke at a rally in a 
dance pavilion, and almost at the 
outset he said: “I want to make it 
clear to you the importance and 
indeed the necessity, from the point 
of view of the public good, of the 
presentation of a united front by 
the Democracy in your state this 
year.” 

Two factions of the Democratic 
party seek control in Connecticut. 
One, committed to Alfred E. Smith 
at the Chicago convention, con- 
trolled the delegation. The other 
was for Roosevelt. <A struggle be- 
tween the two is expected at next 
week’s state convention in New 
London. 

Guests at the speaker's table in- 
cluded Fitzgerald, a former Mayor 
of New Haven, and Mrs, Frances 
Kavanaugh of Hartford, also a 
convention supporter of Smith. 

As Reosevelt walked into the pa- 
vilion, the band played and the 
audience sang “Anchors Aweigh.” 

Guests included Gene Tunhéy, 
former heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion, and Robert E. Jackson, sec- 
retary of the Democratic National 
Committee. Others at the speak- 
ers’ table were Arthur &. Mullen, 
Nebraska National Committeeman 
and Roosevelt's floor manager at

It 
is to this end that I have devoted 
years of thought and study, and it 
is my purpose to make clear dur- 
ing this campaign how particularly

For example, the State of New 
York in 1932 cut millions off the 
tax budget. The net result has 
been a decrease of 36 millions, ex- 
clusive of unemployment relief. 
The genera] reduction of our ex- 
penses has béeen obtained in part 
by executive action and in part by 
the Legislature. 

Not satisfied with that, I am 
making an additional saving of 
$10,000,000 this year in the actual 
operation of gevernment.

27, 1930, with capitalization of 12- 
000 shares of par value of $10 
each 7000 designated as Class A 
and 5000 as Class B. It is assert- 
ed that actually no shares of stock 
in the securities company ever were 
issued, but that interim certificates 
were issued for 4752 shares of Class 
A stock and for 197 shares of Class 
B stock, the “A” certificates repre- 
senting twice that number of 
shares of the Land Bank and the 
“B”’’ shares representing organiza- 
tion and office expenses of $1970. 

It is charged that a bond holder’s

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—James 
J. Walker, who resigned two days 
ago as Mayor of New York during 
ouster proceedings against him be- 
fore Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
did not answer directly today 
when asked: “Are you going to be 
a candidate for re-election. ?” 

“My case,” he said, “is in. the 
hands of the people of New York 
City. Iam not going to urge them 
one way or another. | 

“My record as Mayor is all I 


have to offer. The Democratic 
party as well as the people of New 
York have my case. I want the 
fellow on the street—the man and 
woman on the street—to decide it. 

“My record as Mayor must be 
judged and I want the people's 
frank and definite judgment.” 

This was the first statement 
Walker had made since he re- 
signed. 

Walker Discusses Situation. 


Walker's smile and his customary 
jokes were absent as he discussed 
the situation. He sat in the living 
room of his ninth floor apartment 
facing Park avenue, which he has 
not left for two days. 

He wore a pair of light blue 
flowered pajamas. Vases of roses 
stood on several tables. They had 
come from some of his admirers, 
Walker said. At his feet sat Ad- 
miral Togo, his black and white 
dog. In the doorway stood a six- 
foot policeman, Capt. Thomas 
O’Connor, Walker’s bodyguard. 

“The doctor has ordered me to 
rest indefinitely,” Walker said. “I 
wouldn’t tell you the threats he 
made unless I do. - 

“Right now I want to be a pri- 
vate citizen and remain in seclu- 
sion away from telephones and 
things like that.” 

He said he planned no confer- 
ences, in reply to a question wheth- 
er he intended to talk about his 
future with John F. Curry, Tam- 
many chief. To questions about 
whether he had conferred with 
Curry and McCooey before sub- 
mitting his resignation, he said: 
“T'll let. my resignation and the 
statement I issued stand on their 
own words. 

“What difference does it make 
whether my resignation was writ- 
ten in a subway or a taxicab?” 

Decision to Resign Sudden. 

As an indication of how sudden 
was his decision to resign before 
Gov. Roosevcelt ruled on whether 


he should be removed, Walker ex- 
plained that his begs had been 
packed Thursday, and he-and his 
counsel had reservations on the 
train that was to take them to Al- 
bany. 

He said he had no plans to g0 
to Europe. 

“I want to get across,” he con- 
tinued, waving toward the flowers 
and stacks of mail, “that I have 
received thousands of messages, 
even from as far as the Pacific 
Coast, from people who say they 
are behind me.” 

He terminated the interview 
with a wave of his hand and his 
first trace of a smile. 

Speculation on Al Smith’s Stand. 

The statement fell into a mass of 
speculation over what national po- 
litical repercussions are likely to 
result from the tangled situation. 

Former Gov, Alfred E, Smith's 
name was injected into the discus- 
sions. The New York Evening 
Post reported it had learned on ex- 
cellent. authority” that if Walker 
becomes a candidate and Smith's 
aid is sought, Smith will reply, in 
effect, that “he cannot support 4 
man who resigned under. fire.” 
There was no statement directly 
from Smith. Smith and Walker 
have long been fellow members 
of Tammany Hall. 

Although Joseph V. McKee, pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen, 
who is not a member of Tammany, 
has taken over the Mayor’s duties. 
one of the Tammany leaders, City 
Clerk Michael J. Cruise, has certi- 
fied to the Board of Elections that ' 
the office of Mayor is “vacant” 
and should be filled at the Nov. 8 
election. It has been predicted by 
McKee'’s advisers and others. that 
the question of whether a Mayor is 
to be elected this fall or next fall 
will. have to be fought out in the 
courts because of uncertainty of 
the law on the subject. 

Upto Five Borough Leaders. 

Because of the period in which 
candidates can qualify for the Sep- 
tember primaries has passed, the 
regular ‘Democratic nominee must 
be selected by the five Borough 
leaders, if the election is to be held 
this year.

Three Roads Intersect. 


No. 99, Kingshighway Northwest, 
Hall’s Ferry road and Goodfellow 
boulevard intersect at the proposed 
circle, which thus would have six 
outlets. Cutler agreed that the 
State would pave «a broad concrete 
roadway in the circle except in a 
comparatively small sector where 
the property needed has not been 
acquired. The roadway probably 
would be more than 40 feet wide. 
External diameter of the circle will 
be nearly 400 feet.

A small corner of land of anoth- 
er owner, fronting on Riverview 
drive, probably must be condemn- 
ed, but the rest of the paving can 
be dome and the road opened to 
traffic in the meantime. 


The State probably will pave 
sevéral hundred feet of Riverview 
drive, between NO 77 and the 
present end of city paving, if a 10- 
foot strip of additional right-of- 
way is acquired. 


Brooks said he would have an 
ordinafice introduced this autumn 
to turn over to his department a 
strip of land 60 feet wide and 12,- 
423 feet long on the southern edge 
of Forest Park, adjoining the pri- 
vate right-of-way used by the Mar- 
ket street cars. This would form a 
second roadway for Oakland ave- 
hue. Cutler will recommend to the 
State Highway Commission paving 
& 40-foot roadway there, provided 
the city offers acceptable plan 
for grade separation at Kingshigh- 
way, Macklind avenue and Hamp- 
ton avenue, Brooks added. 

The grade separation studies have 
not been started, and there is no 
agreement as to financing them. 
The city has no money for the 
purpose. The theory is that Oak- 
land avenue is part of the  pro- 
posed new location of U. S. High- 
way No. 40, which avould enter the 
city on Clayton road. However, 
there is a controversy, now in Fed- 
éral Court, over the highway 16ca- 
tion. Cutler will not proceed with 
the Oakland avenué work unless 
is sus- 
tained.

“Some folks would whisk the

In evéry one of these problems, 
he deciared, thé problem of land 
use was invélved and none could be 
solved until sound policies of land 
usé were incorporated in a national 
program. 

A land policy which will regard 
the nation as a unit was necessary, 
he asserted, since a change in the 
long-time market prospects for 
products is imminent. 

“We must base our plans on the 
prospéct of a stationary population 
Of around 146,000,000 people by 
1960, for the population increase 
during the next 10 years, barring 
an unforeseen change in immigra- 
tion laws. will be only half that of 
the last 10 years,” he concluded.

Eight public school principals 
and administrative officers are to 
be shifted by Superintendent of In- 
struction Gerling with the reopen- 
ing of the schools Tuesday. 

Gerling believes this is-the most 
far-reaching reorganization carried 
out in the system in many years. 
While economy is. the principal 
reason for the changes, in some in- 
stances the Superintendent will be 
lessening the authority of men 
whose views have not coincided 
with his. The changes have been 
approved by the Instruction Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education 
and are subject to ratification by 
the board on Sept. 13, which. usu- 
ally is a routine affair. 

L. W. Rader, assistant superin- 
tendent for the last three years, 
will become principal of the 
Sherman School. His pay will be 
cut from $8000 a year to $5000. 
He has been in charge of interme- 
diate schools, but there is only one 
such school now running, Blewett 
School. Gerling will have’ eight 
assistant Superintendents left. 

The Principal at Sherman School 
has been Arden R. Morgan, who 
was suspended by Gerling last Fri- 
day on charges of failing to keep 
certain school funds distinct from 
his personal funds. It has been 
announced that Morgan resigned 
following suspension, but Morgan 
has not sent in his resignation and 
has notified Gerling that he is rep- 
resented by counsel. If he does not 
resign, the board will review the 
charges next week. 

Slater Is Demoted. 

C. H. Slater, principal of Cleve- 
land High School since 1921, is to 
be demoted to a position as teach- 
er, probably of physics, at some 
other high school. His salary will 
be reduced from $6000 to $4000. 
Explaining this change, Gerling 
said: “Mr. Slater’s attitude to- 
ward the school administration did 
not fit in with plans and methods 
we are following. This is not a 
personal matter. He has agcepted 
transfer in the best possible spirit.” 

John J. Maddox, who was prin- 
cipal of Cleveland until 1921, when 
he became Superintendent of In- 
struction, is to return to his old 
job at Cleveland, with a pay in- 
crease from $5000 to $5250. Since 
the board dropped him as Superin- 
tendent in 1929, after much fric- 
tion, he has been  0principal of 
Woodward School. 

J. Leslie Purdom, who has been 
president of Harris Teachers’ Col- 
lege, for whites, and Stowe Teach- 
ers’ College, for Negroes, is to be 
relieved of the work at Stowe. 
Board members are considering 
whether Purdom’s title shall. be 
changed from president to the one 
he formerly held, principal. A 
Negro probably will be appointed 
to head Stowe, as desired by Ne- 
groes. A choice for the place has 
not been made. Gerling said Stowe 
and Harris colleges had been joined 
under Purdom in order to _ raise 
standards &t Stowe and get it on 
lists of approved colleges, a  pur- 
pose which has been accomplished. 
Last July Gerling denounced Pur- 
dom before the board for interfer- 
ence in a matter of policy, and the 
change will tend to decrease the 
importance of Purdom. 

Change at Hadley School. 

T. E. Spencer, who is 79 years 
old, according to records in the 
beard office, is to be demoted fron: 
principal to assistant principal .of 
Hadley Vocational School. His pay 
will be cut from $6000 to. $5000. 
Gerling said the change was under 
a policy of decreasing the duties 
of those of advanced years, but it 
is known that there has been fric.- 
tion between Spencer and Gerling. 
When Maddox was superintendent 
he denounced Spencer's activities in 
another position. 

The two co-principals of Hadley 
Vocational School, W. J. See and R. 
F. Holden, will be transferred. See 
will become principal of Lafayette 
School, with a reduction ‘of salary 
from $5750 to .$5000, and Holdén 
will be principal of Henry School, 
with a salary cut of $6000 to $5000. 
Fr’. J. Jeffrey, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of vocational 
schools, will make his office” at 
Hadley and be in charge there. 

V. M. Smith, in charge of books 
and supplies at Hadley, will be 
transferred to Beaumont High 
School, with a reduction from $2640 
to $2000. His place will not be 
filled. There will no longer be a 
nurse at Hadley. Miss Eunice 
Wright, paid $2000 a year, will 
be transferred from: that position 
to the hygiene department. | 

The position of supervisor - of 
commercial studies, at headquar- 
ters, will be dropped. Gilbert &.

held. It is a race of Gar Wood, 
veteran defender of the trophy, and 
Kaye Don, challenger again for 
England. It is also a race of Eu- 
rope’s most powerful aircraft en- 
gine (a Rolls Royce Schneider Cup 
type) against the United States’ 
most powerful aircraft engine (a 
Packard Motor Car Co.’s “2500” 


type). 

The English boat, “Miss England 
III,” with two engines has approx- 
imately 4400 horse power. The 
American boat, “Miss America X,” 
with four Packard engines, has 
6400 horsepower, the most power- 
ful motorboat ever built. The 
American boat is bigger and heavi- 
er than the English boat. It is 38 
feet long, 8 feet 6 inches wide, and 
weighs eight tons. | 

The race is 35 nautical miles, 
with the course consisting of two 
3-nautical mile straightaways 
joined by a one-half-mile turn on 
each end. The race will be five 
laps of this course. 

Following are some interesting 
facts about the four Packard mo- 
tors in Gar Wood's boat. Each of 
the four engines consumes 120 gal- 
lons of gasoline per hour or 480 
gallons per hour for the boat. Each 
engine uses 400 gallons of water 
per minute. Gear boxes and oil 
coolers add 200 gallons per minute. 
The boat therefore takes aboard 
and discharges 18,000 gallons dur- 
ing the estimated 30 minutes the 
boat will be on the course, or in 
other words, it picks up from the 
lake, 150,000 pounds of water dur- 
ing the race. 

There are four carburetors per 
engine and each has a duplex of 
eight jets per engine or 32 for the 
boat. If a solid stream of gaso- 
‘line flowing through these jets 
-during the race were combined into 
one stream of the same diameter, 
it would be 90 miles long. 

Each motor is four years old. 
Two of the four motors have been 
in two wrecks. In Misg America 
VI, they went to the bottom of 
the St. Clair River. The same en- 
gines went to the bottom of the 
bay at Lido, in Italy, in Miss Amer- 
ica VII. The other two  en- 
gines have been used four years as 
the power plant of Gar Wood's 75- 
foot cruiser, when not racing. 

The engines were originally de- 
signed for 770 h. p. and were the 
most powerful in the world when 
introduced. The power has been 
increased to 1600 h. p. each with- 
out any structural changes, through 
supercharging, increased compres- 
sure and increased engine speed.

Studebaker Tests 
Show Free Wheeling 
Not Hard on Brakes 


Studebaker brakes are the duo- 
servo, single-anchor, two-shoe me- 
chanical type with molded lining 
a quarter of an inch thick. ‘Two 
types of lining, working in unison 
and each with a different coeffi- 
cient of friction, are used. ; 
In action, pressure on the brake 
pedal is transmitted to the first or 
upper shoe, which, as it grips the 
brake drum, acturates the second 
shoe which applies its aid to bring 
the car to a quick, smooth and 
easy stop. In addition to being 
more positive, this system greatly 
minimizes the possibility of drum 
scoring, grabbing, -chattering and 
squealing. 

Recent deceleration tests at the 
factory provide evidence of the 
superior quality and efficiency of 
this new type of brake. To obtain 
a deceleration of five feet per sec- 
ond with the old type brake, the 
driver had to apply a pressure of 
50 pounds to the brake pedal. 
With the new brake, the same 
deceleration may be obtained with 
a pressure of only 40 pounds, a 
saving in physical exertion of 20 
per cent. 

In emergency stops the advan- 
tage is even more pronounced. To 
obtain a deceleration of 20 feet 
per second with the old brakes, 
110 pounds of foot pressure was 
required. With the new brakes 
only 85 pounds of pressure is need- 
ed, or 25 pounds less than before. 
Factory tests show that where 
the speed of braking is high, as 
when a sudden emergency necesgsi- 
tates rapid car deceleration, the 
car stops about 5 to 15 per cent 
quicker when in free wheeling 
than when in conventional trans- 
mission.

Stutz Plans to 
Build New Type 
Delivery Vehicles 


The Stutz Motor Car Company 
announces that it will enter into 
the manufacture and sale of the 
Pak-Age-Car, an automotive ve- 
hicle designed to compete with the 
horse-drawn delivery unit in econ- 
omy of operation, convénience of 
stopping and starting, and in per- 
mitting quick entrance and exit of 
the operator. 

The vehicle is designed to sell for 
approximately the same price as a 
horse, wagon and set of harness 
and to operate on a cheaper basis 
than the. horse-drawn vehicle. 

About 60 per cent of the stock of 
the Package Car Company was 
owned by the Mechanical Manufac- 
turing Company, one of the Swift 
interests in Chicago. Although ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 have been 
spent in the development of this 
vehicle, the purchase of inventory 
and its initial sales propaganda, the 
Swift interests have decided to sell 
to the Stutz Company under certain 
terms, the inventory, jigs, dies, fix- 
tures, engineering data and other 
tangible assets that the various 
Swift interests own therein. The 
preliminary papers have already 
been signed, subject to the approval

Machine Used by 
YU.

A new type of rupture-testing 
machine, which subjects a tire to 
impact similar to that encountered 
on a road, has been designed by the 
United States Rubber Products, 
Inc., and installed in the tire de- 
velpoment laboratory. 

With this machine engineers can 
discover how severe a blow, such 
as might be produced by a sharp 
stone, a tire will absorb before the 
casing breaks. Moreover, they can 
obtain this information almost im- 
mediately, whereas they would 
have to spend weeks and months 
gathering data from tires in use 
on the highway. 

Operation of the machine is sim- 
ple. A tire mounted and properly 
inflated for a definite load is at-

Announcement has just been 
made by General Motors Truck Co. 
of a six-cylinder engine. of 400 
cubic inches displacement which 
develops a maximum 112% horse- 
power and 296 foot pounds of 
torque, according to E, C. Sanner, 
manager of the General Motors 
Truck Co. branch at 2642 Wash- 
ington. This engine has greater 
torque and horse power per cubic 
inch displacemient than any other 
truck engine in the. 400 cubic inch 
class, according to Sanner. — 

As a result of the 296 foot pounds 
torque maintained over a wide 
speed range, from 300 to 1600 Fr. 
p. m., marked economy of opera- 
tion is effected, less gear shifting 
is required and greater perfor- 
mance is obtained. The engine 
will be used in trucks of from 5 
to 7% tons capacity. 

Outstanding among the improve- 
ments adopted is the use of Stel- 
lite-faced exhaust valve seats. The 
exhaust valve seats are of the 
threaded removable type consist- 
ing of an outer shell of special al- 
loy steel faced with Stellite being 
installed with the use of dry ice. 
The excellent wear resisting char- 
acteristics of this type of valve 
seat reduces seat pounding and the 
need for valve adjustment to a 
minimum. In coach operation, en- 
gines with valve seats of this type 
have operated approximately 18,- 
000 miles a month, or nearly a 
quarter of a million miles a year 
without any appreciable amount of 
wear being encountered, according 
to Sanner.

Announces New Maps 


~ Of Greater St. Louis 


Two new official A. A. A. auto- 
mobile maps of St. Louis County 
and St. Louis and vicinity, showing 
all the improvements in roads as 
well as numerous other features 


interesting to the motorist, have 
just been announced by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri. 

A staff of engineers devoted sev- 
eral months to the preparation of 
both maps, which are published 
back-to-back and make a conven- 
ient package for the automobilist. 
They are 27x32 inches in size and 
printed in two colors. The county 
map shows in detail all new road 
construction, both by State and 
county highway departments. 

The vicintiy map takes in an area 
bounded by Alton on the north; 
Belleville, Ill., on the east; Chester, 
IiL, on the south, and Wright City 
on the west. Features include all 
towns, both incorporated and unin- 
corporated; steam and electrics 
railroad lines, golf clubs,, airports, 
cemeteries, places of historical in- 
terest, emergency road service ga- 
rages, streems, fishing and hunting 
clubs and parks.

—A Pendergast committee was 

named tonight to prepare the ten- 

tative draft of the Democratic 


. State platform to be submitted to 


the State convention of candidates 
in Jefferson City for approval 
Sept. 13. 

The selection of the committee 
followed a conference of nominees 
for the United States Senate, Con- 
gress and State offices,.at which 
Richard Nacy, nominee for State 
Treasurer and chairman of the 
meeting, was authorized to name 
it. 

State Senator Michael Kinney of 

St. Louis whose political associa- 
tions in the Senate always have 
been with the Pendergast Senators, 
was named chairman and repre- 
sentative of the State senatorial 
candidates. The other’ selections 
were James M. Pendergast of Kan- 
sas City, nephew of the Democratic 
boss and being groomed to succeed 
him, representing the State candi- 
dates; Congressman C. C. Dickin- 
son of Clinton, nominee for Con- 
‘ gressman-at-Large, who also had 
the Pendergast support, represent- 
ing the congressional candidates, 
and B. H. Rucker of Rolla, nom- 
inee for the Missouri House of 
Representatives, representing the 
legislative candidates. 

The committee will prepare a 
platform and submit it to the Plat- 
form Committee of the convention, 
the membership of which will con- 
sist of all nominees for State of- 
fices, Congress, United States Sena- 
tor, Supreme Court, State Senate, 
the Missouri House of Representa- 
tives, for Judges of the Courts of 
Appeals and for Circuit Judges, and 
all the members of the State Com- 
mittee. 

J. H. Taylor as Chairman. 

The personnel of the committee 
together with the fact that John 
H. Taylor of Chillicothe is slated 
for temporary chairman of the con- 
vention and to deliver the keynote 
speech, gives indication that the 
Pendergast victory for most offices 
in the primary will be carried to 
control of the convention. 

Taylor, whose brother is law 
partner of former United States 
Senator Reed, has been a general 
follower of the Kansas City organ- 
ization in State politics, though he 
broke away during the recent pri- 
mary to support Bennett C. Clark 
for the nomination for the Senate. 
His support in the governorship 
contest, however, went to Francis 
M. Wilson, the Pendergast candi- 
date. 

If the present plan to have him 
deliver the keynote speech is car- 
ried out, it might be considered 


more a recognition of Clark strength | 


than of Pendergast strength, but it 
at least is not displeasing to Pen- 
dergast. 

Of the Platform Committee 
named, all have Pendergast affilia- 
tions with the possible exception of 
Rucker, and he supported Charles 
M. Howell, the boss candidate, for 
the Senate. However, Rucker was 
counted among the supporters of 
Russell L. Dearmont, anti-boss can- 
didate for Governor. 

Cochran’s Suggestion. 

Apparently the candidates are as 
wet as the national platform, but 
locally no wetter. 

The meeting studiously avoided 
discussion of planks to be included 
in the Democratic state platform, 
which will be adopted at the con- 
vention, Sept. 13. 

Particularly they avoided dis- 
Sussion of a suggestion by Con- 
gressman John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis that consideration be given 
to a plank committing the party to 
modification of the state bone-dry 
law in anticipation of congressional 
modification of the “‘Volstead act. 
that Missouri migh tbe prepared 
in advance to permit the manufac- 
ture of beer and wine. 

Cochran had not pushed his pro- 
posal at all, merely had made the 
suggestion. His attitude was that 
it would add strength to the Dem- 
ocratic position and would be in 
line with what he believed to be 
the sentiment in the state. He said, 
however, that he thought it proper 
that it should be considered at the 
convention of candidates, which 
will include nominees for State 
Senator and for members of the 
Legislature. 

Candidates Avoid Decision. 

The candidates were ready 
®nough to pass the matter on to 
the state convention. 

The general attitude was that the 
party was committed to repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and to 
modification of the Volstead act 
and that it was proper for the state 
candidates to stand exactly on the 
national platform, but that there. 
Was no occasion “to raise more 
snakes out of the grask than they 
could kill.” They looked upon rec- 
ommendation for modification of 
the State enforcement act as an is- 
sue which it was not necessary to 
meet until after Congress had mod- 
ified the Volstead act. 

The state candidates ratified the 
agreement of Clark and Wilson that 
Rubey M. Hulen of Columbia 
should be named chairman of the 
Democratic state committee. The 
committee Sept. 13 will formally 
elect Hulen. 

Hulen and C. W. Greenwaide of 
Springfield, the retiring chairman, 
were directed, to take steps look- 
ing to the opening of state cam- 
paign headquarters in St. Louis im- 
mediately after the convention.

tournament—and playing with fair 
comfort during. the afternoon ex- 
cept for brief flurries by his rival 
as the wind played tricks with 
their pellets. 

Walsh’s struggle against the 22- 
year-old Albany, N. Y., youth saw

acks in golf. 
Walsh Goes Eight Up. 

Walsh, playing slowly and delib- 
erately enough to make Creavy 
nervous, went right out with a 
par-cracking 35 on the front nine 
to zoom to a four-hole lead.

LEAGUE FORMED 
INTO GROUPS AND

The St. Louis County Footbal!) 
League this year will have an 6frj. 
cial league schedule for the first 
time. Last spring the athletic boargq 
drafted a two-year schedulé fo, 
football and this fall it will have ; 
first trial. 


This schedule is in accord wit) 8 


the policy cf the county athletic 
board. A number of new schools 
entering the league in the last two 
years,\has made it inadvisable to 
continue the old haphazard method 
of scheduling games, especially in 
baseball and basketball, where 15 
schools in the league made it too 
cumbersome to allow the coaches to 
schedule the games. 

The board organized the baséb 
teams into two divisions last spring 
and planned the schedule for them. 
This worked satisfactorily and since 
then the board has drafted the 
present football plan and a basket. 
ball schedule, here again dividing 
the teams into two leagues. 

Division of Schools. , 

Schools in the football league 
were divided into threé groups ac. 
cording to enrollment, the five larg. 
est in the first, the next two in size 
in the second, and the two smallest 
in the last. Teams in the first group 
are required to play each team in 
that group, and two games with 
other league schools. The second 
group play three games with the 
first group and the three games 
with the remaining teams. 

The smallest schools have to play 
two games with the first group 
and three games with the 
schools. 

This schedule eliminates much of 
the unpleasantness that was caused 
in the past when coaches were wun- 
able to secure games with other 
schools, as a result of which some 
schools had only three or four 
games on their list, while others 
played six or seven league games. 

Practice Game. 

This schedule also allows several! 

practice games to be scheduled by 


the schools, and gives them longé ; 


than usual to prepare for th 
league season, many schools form- 
erly playing league games in Sep- 
tember because of difficulties in 
scheduling games for later dates. 

Some county schools are already 
practicing for the coming season, 
but the majority of them will begin 
their first work next Tuesday when 
school opens.

SCOUTS MAY GET USE 
OF SCHOOLS FREE 


Way Being Sought to Exempt 
Them From $2.50 Fee for 
Holding Meetings. 


“If a means can be found of 
amending the recent ruling of the 
Board of Education so that it will 
exempt boy and girl scout troops 
from paying the $2.50 fee for 
holding meetings in public schools, 
the ruling will be amended,” stated 


Howard G. Cook, member of the 
Board of Education who  intro- 
duced the measure. 

He explained thet it was first 
intended to exempt educational 
groups from the charge, but the 
measure was changed to include all 
so that it would notsbe discrimina- 
tory. “But the schools belong to 
the public,” said Cook, “and if the 
public wants the troops to be 
exempt from the charge that will 
be done.” 

It was pointed out by the board 
member that 52.7 per cent of all 
groups that meet in public schools 
are non-educational. These, he 
feels, should not expect tax-payers 
to pay for the cost ef their meet- 
ings. 

Pending possible action of the 
board on the matter dates and 
meeting places for the September 
boards of review have not beén set. 
The regular fall session of the 
Court of Honor, however, will be 
held on Oct. 3 at Scottish Rite 
Cathedral. Merit, star, life and 
eagle badges, and eagle palms, 
Scoutmaster’s keys, scouter’s 
awards and standard troop insignia 
will be presented.

ment, equity owner, bondholder, 
| mortgage holder alike. In includes: 
| 1. A careful analysis of the 
|physical and income value of the 
| property. 

2. A proper plan of reorganiza- 
tion based on those values, looking 
toward: 

(a) The preservation of all le- 
gitimate interests in the property 
with a view to taking full benefit 
of the increased values that should 
return in the near future. 

(b) The conducting of actual ne- 
gotiations with the various parties 
to adopt a plan in lieu of fore- 
closures and their consequent con- 
fiscatory fees and charges. 

(c) Proper management of the 
property after reorganization. 

The service will be given on a 
fee basis. One-tenth of 1 per cent 
of the mortgage or bond issue in- 
volved, with a minimum of $1090, 
will be charged in advance of the 


preliminary service rendered. 
Should additional work be neces- 
sary to complete the reorganiza- 


tion an additional charge will be 
made for the actual cost of the 
service involved, but only when 
the applicant orders such service 
completed. 

The New Orleans Real Estate 
Board, following in general a plan 
of the Philadelphia Real Estate 
Board which has been commended 
by the United States Department 
of Commerce, is placing its facili- 
ties and advice at the disposal of 
home owners facing foreclosure of 
mortgages against homes or other 
property. 

A committee of the New Orleans 
board, in which the Homestead 
Clearing House of the city is also 
to be represented, will have charge 
of the new service. 

The board is acting to halt fore- 
closures, steady the general market 
situation, and preserve so far as 
possible the equity which home 
purchasers have in properties on 
which mortgages, contracted under 
a very different economic situa- 
tion, are néw coming due.

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LOAN MEN WOULD ABOLISH 
GENERAL PROPERTY TAX 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FRENCH LICK, Sept. 3.—Aboli- 
tion of the general property tax in 
its present form was the stand tak- 
en by the Committee on Home Tax- 
ration in its report to the United 
States Building and Loan League at 
its convention here late this after- 
noon. The committee recommend- 
ed the uniting of building and loan 
associations in a 3-point program to 
lift the “unjust burden of taxation 
on the American home owner, 
which is the greatest deterrent to 
home ownership.” 

The report was made before a 
thousand building and loan asso- 
ciations executives by the commit- 
tee chairman, Philip Lieber of 
Shreveport, La. 

The program urged by the com- 
mittee said briefly: (1) Abolish the 
general property tax’ (2) Abolish 
the special assessment plan which 
has confiscated so much property 
and ruined so many owners, (3) 
Combine the multitude of taxes 
with which we are confronted into 
one tax bill, scientifically applied 
and divided among the various gen- 
eral and special political, educa- 
tional, service and social activities. 


Pian for Ai Payments. 

Meanwhile, the committee urged, 
“the building and loan associations 
of the United States can best pres- 
ently meet this problem bq making 
their loans in a manner that shall 
include periodic payments of all of 
the essential elements of any home 
loan, interest, principal, taxes, in- 
surance premiums, improvement 
assessments, water rental etc.” 
' Members of the committee be- 
sides Lieber, who signed the re-

ARCHITECT DISCUSSES 


FACTORY BUILT HOMES 


One of Porcelain, Another of 
Steel, Made in Sections 
to Be Assembled. 


New methods of construction, ate 
taining simplicity and economy, 
are being devised by the building 
industry, according to a report by 
F. Leo Smith, technical secretary 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. Prefabricated homes of new 
materials are being contrived. 

“The present period of econémic 
stress is forcing the building indus- 
try to a more serious consideration 
of simpler and less expensive con« 
struction,” Smith says. “Mass pro<« 
duction of standardized units, light~- 
er walls and floor systems, and bet- 
ter provision for insulation and 
fire protection may result from the 
study. 

“One type of house which has at- 
tracted considerable attention is 
built entirely of sheet metal. Its 
constructon requires about 14 tons 
of steel. It is asserted that this 
type of house can be built for leas 
than the ordinary frame house. 
Rock wool is used to fill the box- 
like corrugations of the walis and 
this serves to insulate and make the 
house sound proof. A layer of wood 
fiber board is fastened to each met- 
al sheet, both inside and out, and 
asbestos board, fastened to the out- 
side with a structural adhesive, 
serves as protection from the ele- 
ments. The interior is then finish- 
ed with wall paper. 

“The lumber industry is also at- 
tempting to develop a house which 
can be built in sections in the mill 
and erected with a minimum of 
time and labor. 

“A porcelain enamel house has 
been developed and has possibilities 
of manufacture on a mass produc- 
tion basis.”

STEP toward the railroad of the future— 
A vies passengers may be called for at of- 

fice or hotel and delivered at destination 
with speed, comfort and safety now un- 
dreamed of—is being tried out near St. Louis. 
It is “noiseless track.’’ So the passengers 
call it, surprised when the familiar clickety- 
click of the rails fades out. But it might 
well be calied high-speed track, for in Ger- 
many it has permitted speeds as high as 142 
miles an hour. Or it might be called safety 
track. Experts are convinced that, even if a 
rail should break at the moment a train 
passed, it could hardly cause an accident, so 
securely are the rails held in place. But in a 
four-year test, not a single rail has broken 
And it is all accomplished with the stan- 


The new thing is the method of fastening 
the rail to the cross-ties so solidly that it 
cannot “creep” under traffic or move up and 
down when car-wheels roll over it, as rails 
always have done. It cannot even expand or 
contract lengthwise in heat or cold. 

This rail has to stay put. The laws of 
physics have not been nullified. The steel 
does expand in high temperatures. But in the 
new style track its expansion is limited to 
cross-section, to height and thickness. For 
practical engineering purposes, frail, appli- 
ances and even cross-ties have become in- 
tegral parts of a solid unit. 


Much Used in Europe. 


Four years ago A. A. Miller, Missouri Pa- 
cific maintenance of way engineer, imported 
the first mile of the new track from Ger- 
many. It has been standard there for seven 
years. More than 6000 miles of this “GEO” 
(Gesellschaft Eisenbahn Oberbau) track is in 
service on the German State railways and 
several hundred miles in Belgium, Jugo-Sla-

In Europe as Nations Prepare 
To Consider Plans for Its Use

While the World Economic Con- 
ference, which grew out of the 
Lausanne reparations and war- 
debt negotiations, is to deal spe- 
cifically with financial and eco- 
nomic problems, its general object 
is to find a way out of the pres- 
ent depression. Consequently ev- 
ery measure even remotely “ton- 
nected with the crisis will be 
studied. The financial questions 
which are uppermost include 
monetary and credit policies, ex- 
change difficulties, price levels 
and movement of capital. The 
economic phases deal with pro- 
duction and interchange of com- 
modities, tariffs, importation and 
exportation, trade barriers, quo- 
tas, producers’ agreements, etc. 


Social Factors Involved. 

A third and vitally important 
aspect, however, is the relation- 
ship between labor and industry. 
and involves social as well as eco- 
nomic consequences. Since the 
war, time-saving devices, ration- 
alization, mass-production and 
other innovations have - changed 
the face of industry completely. 
Machinery, in some instances, has 
supplanted at least 50 per cent of 
the man-power needed in pre-war 
industry. Thrown out of work 
these millions of families no long- 
er remain consumers, and over- 
production — or under-consump- 
tion—is inescapable. 

Twelve years ago the Interna- 
tional Labor Office, at its Wash- 
ington conference, sponsored the 
48-Hour Week, which many coun- 
tries have adopted as part of their 
national labor policy. A few 
months ago, at its sixteenth as- 
sembly, the Labor Office raised 
the question of the international 
40-hour week (five working days 
of eight hours each).

there is, theoretically, a saving in wear on 
rolling stock. 

The GEO system supplants the familiar 
railroad spike with an elaborate cushioned 
plate and clamp, and the section hand's sledge 
with a power wrench. The rolled steel plates, 
which have shoulders on each side to hold 
the rail in place, are attached to the ties at 
the treating plant with screw spikes, four to 
the plate. The work is done to exact meas- 
urement, so that, as Miller remarked, the 
nature of the equipment itself is assurance

Adoption of a 40- 
hour week by American industry 
would add impetus to the move- 
ment internationally, since the 
greatest competition comes from 
across the Atlantic. Unless the 
United States joins in the reform 
protection will have to be sought 
by Europe’s industrial countries 
through tariff barriers and trade 
restrictions. 

Washington’s plan for a one- 
month furlough annually, without

The new law would estab- 
lish a 6-day working week in prin- 
ciple, but allows a six-working- 
day-week with a maximum of 40 
hours. It further provides that ap- 
plication of the shorter week may 
not in any way be a determining ~ 
cause for reduction of workers’ 
earnings. The measure would ap- 
ply also to French colonies and 
protecterates. 


France Is Receptive. 


Another bill, up for considera- 
tion, advocates a 7-hour day. Al- 
though legally the French work- 
ing week is now 48 hours, the 
Government, acting independently, 
has reduced over-time and limited 
exceptions. Actually 51.2 per cent 
of French workmen are now 
working less than the permitted 
48 hours. If the 40-hour week is 
applied internationally, or at least 
among industrial countries, 
France will be among the first to 
sign the treaty, according to Min- 
ister of Labor M. Dalimier. |

Practically all nations had agreed by 
the Kellogg-Briand pact to outlaw war 
entirely and forever. Geneva ignores 
that agreement, and confines itself to 
denouncing certain novel methods of war- 
fare as illegal; thus, inferentially, legal- 
izing others. 

Possibly sending Generals and Ad- 
mirals as “advisers” to disarmament 
delegates is responsible for this most 
meager measure of disarmament. Even 
these advisers might remember the words 

f two of America’s greatest Generals.

But none of 
these causes goes to the core of the railroads’ dis- 
tress. There is one cause that is driving the rail- 
roads down, and that is their overload of capitaliza- 
tion. They are suftéring from an overload of stocks 
They are carrying more bonds and stock than they 
can digest. To use a Sea phrase, they are water- 
logged. 

The aggregate debt of the railroads, represented by 
securities in the hands of the ‘public, exceeds by 
several billions the debt of the entire United 
States, which is regarded as crushing for this great, 
wealthy nation. The railroads have approximately 
eight billions of common stock, more than two, bil- 
lions of preferred stock and bond issues of more 
than 14 billions. The aggregate of these liabilities is 
more than 24 billion dollars, although they claim a 
net capitalization of approximately only 19 billions, 
These are the figures for 1930, whereas the national 
debt in 1931 was only $16,800,000,000. 

With some notable exceptions, the story of rail- 
road building and stock and bond manipulation is 
an old story, full of scandals. The chief aim of most 
of the railroad promoters in early days seems to

The spec- 
ter of Government ownership faces them, because the 
Government is supplying the loans-to keep their wa- 
terlogged securities afloat. _How long can they be 
kept afloat? 

The truth is that most of the railroads need 
thorough liquidation and reorganization. Unfor- 
tunately, the men who. profited by selling water- 
soaked securities will not be hurt by the conse- 
quences of their plundering tactics. The public holds 
the bag, and the bag will have to be lightened before 
the railroads get down to a sound business basis. 

We need the railroads. They are the main lines 
of transportation. The trucks should be in a meas- 
ure supplementary. So we are trying to help the rail- 
roads, butlifting them out of the slough by bootstraps 
is merely temporary relief. They will bave to face 
the music in the long run, whether by reorganization, 
drastic cutting down of liabilities or by Government 
ownership. 

Giving them the benefit of higher rates has its 
limits, especially when business is stagnant and 
prices are low. We shall have to deal with the prin- 
cipal cause of railroad sickness..The core of the dis- 
ease must be cut out. It is a drastic remedy, but the 
necessity of it ic exposed by present conditions. Other 
lines of business are resorting to it, and the railroads 


must take a course of similar treatment.

Public Utility Insecurities 


Importance of understanding utilities’ methods is increased by wide sale of their securi- 
ties to public; among perilous practices are complex financial set-ups and misuse of 
holding companies; evils include over-capitalization, bleeding of operating firms 
and the sale of dubious bonds; full publicity under Federal order is proposed. 


William Z. Ripley, Noted Economist and Financial Writer, in the Forum. 


IDESPREAD popular ownership of 
W electric light and power, gas, water 
and pipeline securities is of recent oc- 
currence. There was relatively little before 
the World War. The increase, however, in 
this short space of time has exceeded even 
the striking gréwth in the number of stock 
and bond holdings in other directions. These 
tompanies, therefore, have acquired another 
status imbuing them with a public interest. 
For many years, this aspect of these indus- 
tries has been based solely upon the matter 
of rates charged for service rendered; now 
they have added a second public interest by 
reason of this widespread investment. 
Kreuger & Toll, the Bank of United 
States, Gillette Razor and, to cap the cli- 
max, the Insull public utility collapse, have 
thrown a new flood of light upon corporate 
management. I would not unnecessarily 
alarm, There is yet time, owing to the in- 
herent soundness and the lusty vigor of this 
great public industry, to close the door 
against certain indirect practices. But it 
is high time that those who have the pub- 
lic welfare at heart should loek alive. En- 
couragement of such legislation ag. shall 
guard against the recurrence of these evils 
becomes a matter of public duty. 
7. . * 


It should be understood that these criti- 
cisms are neither indiscriminate nor uni- 
versal. No general demoralization among 
the public utilities exists. These comments 
are applicable to those alone- which are off 
color. The chief of this industry is hon- 
est, well-meaning and intelligent. It has 
more at stake in the prevention of un- 
sound practices than almost anybody else. 
Its credit, that is to say its good repute, is 
in. question. These men, the better part, 
may be expected te co-operate in such ac- 
tion as shall aid in the preservation of its 
high estate. 

Two basic features of public utility  fi- 
nance today, generally considered, contrast 
sharply with those of the past. The first 
is the extraordinary development of the 
holding or finance corporation. The sec- 
ond is the complexity and elaboration of 
each separate financial set-up, not only of 
paper corporations, but of the real operat- 
ing companies as well. Either of these de- 
velopments, considered by itself, is liable 
to abuse. But in the field of public utili- 
ties, the superposition of one upon the 
other quadruples the menace, 

Over-development of the holding com- 
pany has been the focus of attack from 
many quarters. I have elsewhere drawn 
attention to the temptation it affords te 
“prestidigitation, double-shuffling, heney- 
fugiing, hornswoggling and skullduggery.” 
But, despite this warning, the pace has 
been accentuated even since the publiica- 
tion of “Main Street and Wall Street’ five 
years ago. - . 4 


Had the paper company been used with 
restraint, as an ald to expert management; 
for raising money through popular appeal; 
to afford insurance through spreading risk; 
all might have been. well. But it waé the 
possibility of resert te this device to pyra- 
mid contro]; te break dewn preper state 
supervision; to shut out the light of day as 
a check upon managements: which pre- 


Insull incident and other shakiness here 
and there, not yet fully disclosed, are indi- 
cative of the danger. 

Once the principle of the existence of a 
paper corporation merely to hold securi- 
ties of another company is admiitted, the 
door opens wide out to the-horizon. Hight 
corporations piled one upon another  be- 
tween the consumer and ultimate control 
existed five years ago. Middle West Utili- 
ties was at that time sophisticated enough 
(just now it is in receivership, by the way); 
but sinte then, to insure Insull control with 
a minimum of investment, a whole nest of 
other paper corporations now caps the 
pyramid. These own and inter-own, every 
which way, round and about. The di- 
vorce of management from ownership be- 
comes a twice accomplished fact. Such in- 
volved atructures are all too frequent. 

Securities issued by these paper corpora- 
tions are being sold ag plain bonds, But 
a bond is evidence of a loan secured by a 
lien upon real property. Of what do the 
possessions Of these paper corporations con- 
sist? They own nothing substantial, ex- 
cept possibly a desk, a chair and a few 
ledgers. Their possessions are merely 
stocks and bonds. Any securities which they 
may put forth are therefore based upon the 
deposit ef other securities. 

In short, they are not plain bonds but 
collateral issues. They are exactly as good 
as and no better than the securities which 
they.own. Their income is entirely condi- 
tioned upon the receipt of dividends or in- 
terest from their portfolios. If they hold 
stocks predominantly, they boast of the 
strength but alao suffer every weakness of 
stocks, cOmmon or preferred. ~~

Shift, shuffle and barter—~borrowing from 
Peter to pay Paul—that is what comes 
when once a great family ofinterlocking 
corporations is substituted for a simple 
set-up. The best companies, ef plain struc- 
ture, are of course free of such abuse. 
But most striking examples of the bleed- 
ing of one healthy operating company to 
support either a weak sister or a degen- 
erate parent are at hand. The holding com- 
pany becomes merely a vampire te draw 
away the life blood from the operating 
concerns on which the public immedi- 
ately depends for service at fair rates. 

Thus, as I contend, ig the interest ef the 
sound and conservative managements in the 
public utility fleld tied up neck and heels, 
so far as good repute is concerned, to cor- 
porate miscreancy. Can an industry thus 
constituted ever hope to police itaelf? And 
yet its fair name and credit stands Or falls, 
broadly considered, according as'such acts 
are committed or are headed off. That is 
one of the main arguments, it seems to me, 
for the good of the industry as a whole, 
that the power of the state shall be invoked 
te keep everything sweet and clean.

sentatives are negotiating collec- 
tive agreements among specific in- 
dustries, as a start. Until the wis- 
dom of the reform has been dem- 
onstrated the Government has 
agreed to refrain from instituting 
statutory regulations leaving the 
matter to the good-will of indus- 
try and labor. 


In Czecho-Slovakia, despite the 
heavy opposition of the Agrarian 
party the Social Policy Committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies has 
placed the 40-hour week on its 
agenda. Czecho-Slovakia is one of 
the countries which has put into 
effect the Washington 40-hour 
week treaty. Various Government 
bureaus have also already insti- 
tuted the 40-hour week without 
reduction of wages. 

The International Association for 
Social Progress, which has just 
finisued its London conference, rec- 
ommends unanimously that prop- 
aganda for reduced working hours, 
with maintenance of existing ear- 
ning power, be intensified in all 
industrial countries. Reports from 
Austria, Belgium, Germany, Brit- 
ain, Czecho-Slovakia, Finland, 
France and Poland indicate that 
the movement is progressing rapid- 
ly. Not only is the reform regard- 
ed as imperative to relieve existing 
unemployment, but it is considered 
as vital in arresting the growing 
army of idle and bringing about a 
new relationship between industry 
and labor. 


England’s Perplexities. 


In Great Britain, perhaps more 
than in any other country, the ne- 
cessity of working hours reform is 
realized. England's greatest  in- 
dustry, coal mining, is completely 
disorganized because in the past the 
workers and employers have failed 
to get together on the introduction 
of labor-saving machinery and re- 
duction of hours of work. The min- 
ers, fearing unemployment and loss 
of political power through decreas- 
ing numbers, insisted upon man- 
power over machines, with the re- 
sult that now British coal cannot 
compete in the world’s market un- 
less the cost of production—which 
means wages largely—is reduced to 
the starvation point. 

In another key industry, engi- 
neering, 23 rer cent of workers are 
unemployed. Reduction of wages 
has failed to bring improvement 
and further cuts, according to W. 
H. Hutchinson, president of the En- 
gineers’ organizations, would be 
suicidal. Careful studies, on the 
other hand, indicate that with the 
introduction of a 4(-hour week. 
(five eight-hour days) employ- 
ment would be available for prac- 
tically every idle engineering work- 
er. 

Britain's ynemployment — and 
economic— situation continues crit- 
ical despite heroic, and in some 
cases, dangerous, financial and s0- 
cial innovations by the national 
government. According to George 
Lansbury, leader of the opposition 
in Parliament, unemployment in- 
creased 200,000 during May and 
June and the real number of une 
employed now exceeds 3,000,000. 
The official Labor Ministry figures 
are 2,750,000, 80 per cent of whom 
are in receipt of insurance bene- 
fits or transitional payments from 
the public treasury. Although re- 
duced by 10 per cent “doles” still 
cost the taxpayer $500,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Public works, instituted as a re- 
lief measure, have-not proved a 
remedy for unemployment, accord- 
ing to Sir Henry Betterton, Minis- 
ter of Labor. The number of work- 
ers thus absorbed has been infin- 
itesimal, he savs, despite the fact 
that the Government has expended 
$39395,000,000, and local authori- 
ties have increased their indebted- 
ness another $2,500;000,600 on such 
construction since the end of the 
war. 


Figures From Germany. 


Germany is tackling the prob- 
lem scientifically. Following the 
recent emergency decree, which au- 
thorizes a 40-hour week in certain 
industries (mines, saltworks, brew- 
eries, etc.), an intensive inquiry 
was started by Dr. Jacoby of Berlin. 
Statistics of 1925 were taken as 
normal for comparison with March, 


week 


1932/ There are 
“occupational workers” employed 
full time, Dr. Jacoby finds. By re- 
ducing their hours from 48 to 40 
per week the industries concerned 
would need 490,000 more workers, 
thereby increasing their wage- 
earners by 20 per cent. Shortening 
of the week on railways, public ad- 
ministrations and _ the building 
trades, which now employ 928,000 
workers on full time, would put an- 
other 200,000 men at work. 

The report concludes that the 
greater the improvement in the 
general economic situation the 
greater will be the benefits derived 
from a 40-hour week. Congestion 
of the German labor market is a 
phenomenon which will not pass 
with the depression. Because of 
the extent to which rationalization 
and mass production are practiced 
in Germany, radical reforms’ will 
be necessary to correct existing 
evils, it is held. 

An idea of the problem can be 
gained from official statistics which 
show that rationalization increased 
output in Germany, between 1925 
and 1928 from 16 to 100 per cent 
er man. In coal mines it increased 
production 34 per cent. Training of 
workers has increased their output 
from 27 to 200 per cent according 
to the industry; chain work has 
boosted production per man from 
40 to 260 per cent. 

An agreement just reached in the 
German glass industry, where four 
hifts will be introduced this month, 
reduced hours from 56 to 42 per 
and makes possible re-em- 
ployment of 25 per cent more 
workers. 

So serious has become Germany's 
financial burden in caring for her 
six millions of unemployed that the 
“means test.” hitherto applied only 
to married women, is now appli- 
cable to all persons who have re- 
ceived aid more than seven weeks. 
The “test” determines the extent to 
which a person can support himself 
either upon his own reserve fund 
or family supplies. Hereafter as- 
sistance will be granted only where 
resources are not sufficient to pro- 
vide “minimum subsistence.” This 
monthly minimum is fixed, at Leip- 
zig, at $5.60, or 20 marks, for an 
employed person; $2.80 for an idle 
adult, and $2.08 and $1.56. respec- 
tively, for a school-age and non- 
school-age child. 


Italian Views. 


Fascist Italy, struggling under a 
load of 1,200,000 unemployed, also 
is giving serious attention to re- 
absorbing its idle workers through 
reducing hours without waiting for 
international action. Prof. Gaeta- 
no Napoletano, in his report in 
Lavora Fascista, argues that only 
a Fascist state is capable of car- 
rying out, arbitrarily, a reduction 
in working hours. In order that 
such a reduction may not place 
Italian industrialists at disadvan- 
tage in competing with those of 
other countries he recommends 
customs barriers to protect affect- 
ed industries, these barriers to be 
lowered in favor of countries which 
also reduce working hours. 

Senator Agnelli, president of the 


a 36-hour week (six six-hour work- 
ing days) with no reduction in 
wages. While preferring that the 
reform be international, Senator 
Agnelli agrees with Prof. Napole- 
tano that an -:conomically strong 
country or Fascist state could safe- 
ly put the measure into effect in- 
dependently. 

In several industries the reform 
has already been adopted on an 
experimental scale, and, according 
to Bruno Biagi, president of the 
Fascist Conferation of Indus- 
trial Workers, it has been proved 
that “better organization of shifts 
and greater speed of work, with 
a better system of rotation and 
measures to prevent waste and 
loss of time, have reconciled the 
interests of workers and employ- 
ers.”’ 

While, heretofore, it was consid- 
ered that ‘“‘technical progress, in- 
cluding machinery and rationali- 
zation, has the object of producing 
the maximum quantity in mini- 
mum time, and with minimum la- 
bor, without regard to the result- 
ing unemployment” the new Fas- 
cist creed is ‘“‘to produce a maxi- 
mum in a minimum time and 
shorten‘the hours of each worker 
without reducing the number of 
workers.”

NORMAN THOMAS 
PLANS 10 SPEAK 


Socialists to Make Most Ex- 
tensive Political Cam- 
paign in History of Party, 
Committee Announces. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—The execu- 
tive committee of the Socialist 


party of America, optimistic over 
reports presented by Norman 
Thomas, the party’s nominee for 
President, today mapped out plans 
for its most extensive political 
campaign in history. 

A speaking tour sending Thomas 
into 40 states and James H. Mau- 
rer, Pennsylvania Labor leader and 
vice presidential nominee, into 
about half as many, was announced 
at the meeting. Socialist leaders 
from Connecticut to California at- 
tended. 

“Socialism is spreading so rapid- 
ly as to surprise ourselves and 
alarm our opponents,” Thomas said 
in a statement. “Think of the 
farmers in lowa—conservative Re- 
publicans for years — striking for 
living prices. 

“There's always a chance for us 
to win in the presidential election. 
But even if we lose overwhelming- 
ly, we'll have won a victory by 
spreading our doctrines over the 
nation. In other words, we can't 
lose.”’ 

Thomas recited figures of 13,- 
000,000 unemployed, 200,000 home- 
less boys in large cities, and “pa- 
rades 12 miles long of striking min- 
ers in Illinois,”” as evidence of a 
breakup in America’s capitalistic 
system. 

Thomas was scheduled to make 
four addresses in Chicago tonight, 
and then leave to attend a series of 
Labor day meetings in the Detroit 
area. 

Vote for Platforms. 

Thomas, in an address tonight 
called upon voters to “cast your 
votes for the party platforms, not 
for the nominee.” 

Attacking the Republican and 
Democratic platforms as promis- 
ing no equitable relief from unem- 
ployment and depression, Thomas 
said voters throughout the natioa 
were turning toward Socialism. 

“There are those whe say: 
‘Never mind the parties; they 
aren't much good, but we'll vote 
for the best man,’”’ Thomas re- 
counted. “But the best man liv- 
ing couldn’t help present conditions 
if he followed the Democratic or 
Republican platforms. 

“Only the Socialist platform 
points the way. Our principles are 
sensible and straight forward—a 
five-day week, relief as a matter of 
right for every unemployed fam- 
ily, national unemployment insur- 
ance, and an immense program of 
public works, including a_ con- 
quest of the slums.” 

The Socialist nominee called 
upon the working classes, includ- 
ing the unemployed, to&® observe 
Labor day by attending Socialist 
meetings and help to strengthen 
the party.

Thomas to be a “definite indica- 
tion of a breakup in the capital- 
istic system and a weakening of 
the Republican and Democratic 
partics.” He said that farinery, 
hitherto opposed to industria!

Attack on Roosevelt. 

Denouncing the Democratic nom- 
inee’s past record and future pro- 
gram for economic betterment, 
Thomas said Gov. Roosevelt as 
Governor of New York made no 
attempt ‘“‘to correct Wall street 
abuses, that though he now speaks 
for shorter working hours, there 
are 200,000 in New York State who 
work seven days a week, that he 
has refused to call a special State 
Legislature session to deal with 
uneniployment, and that he has 
permitted New York utilities to 
raise rates without a fight.” 

Thomas’ speech ended a day of 
conferences with members of the 
Socialist Executive Committee, in- 
cluding Mayor Daniel Hoan of Mil- 
waukee; Powers Hapgood, Socialist 
candidate for Governor of Indiana; 
Mrs. Lilith Wilson and Darlington 
Hoopes, Socialist members of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature; Jasper 
McLevy of Bridgeport, Conn.; 
Prof. Albert Sprague Coolidge 
Cambridge, Mass. 

For Stronger Unions. 

“We must work for more and 
stronger labor unions and farmers’ 
arganizations,” Thomas said. “Even 
in this depression we must push the 
organization of the uncopnataes 
on the industrial front. 

“But we can not neglect political 
action. To deal with taxes, debts, 
farm prices, the threat of war, re- 
lief of unemployment and all other 
problems, we must capture the 
power of political state. Today that 
power is used to make labor organi- 
zation as difficult as possible. It 
gives us one law, for the rich and 
another for the poor, one law for 
the corporation and another for the 
worker.

of correct installation. 

In laying the track, the railroad 
workman simply places the rail in 
the grooved plate. But first he 
inserts a shim of compressed maple 
in the groove as a cushion between 
the metal rail and the metal plate. 
The base of the rail then is bolted 
to the plate with two rolled steel! 
clamps, one on each side of the 
rail. 

The maple shim and a double 
spring washer, on the clamp bolt, 
act both to take up what little mo- 
tion this near-rigid fastening al- 
lows, and to “dampen’"’: sound vi- 
brations. A similar appliance, sim- 
llarly cushioned but extending 
across two ties, is used at joints 
between the rails. 

Sections of GEO track are in use 
15 miles southwest of Kansas City. 
immediately west of Kirkwood and 
18 miles south of St. Louis, ana 
four miles of it have been in ser- 
vice for two years under excellent 
test conditions in the Eastern 
Ozarks, 80 miles south of St. Louis, 
where Miller accompanied a re- 
porter for a comparison of the 
“noiseless” and the old type tracks. 


Old and New Compared. 


As a fast train passed over old- 
style track’ at Ironton, they ob- 
served the rails move up and 
down in the so-called wave mo- 
tion. Though some such “wave” 
motion must exist in GEO track, 
it was imperceptible. 

Examination of the rail after 
the train had passed showed that. 
despite anchoring on each side of 
ties at certain intervals, it had 
been “creeping” lengthwise. Miller 
said that in comparatively short 
time it might be found to have 
crept an equal distance in the op- 
posite direction. Inspection of GEO 
track—anchored, in the nature of 
the appliance, to every tie—showed 
no indication that it had ever 
crept in the two years since in- 
stallation. 

A ride over the “noiseless” track 
between Bismarck and Ironton on 
the observation platform of a high- 
type train was revelational. The 
reporter had never been conscious 
of the fact that ordinary track has 
a sort of metallic “zing” until after 
the train passed off the GEO sec- 
tion. 

That, and, 


in fact, all metallic 
sound, was eliminated by the 
“noiseless” track. The rhythmic 
click at rail ends was reduced to 
a soft, not unpleasant sound prob- 
ably inaudible inside the car. The 
two men, who had been talking 
against the usual “interference” of 
observation platform conversations, 
unconsciously lowered their voices 
and chatted with drawing room 
ease. 

Swaying, noticeable a moment 
before the train reached the GEO 
track, was ended. One might, clos- 
ing his eyes, almost imagine him- 
self “riding on air.” A _ rubber- 
tired, stream-lined, ball- -bearing 
triin, with conditioned air and “‘tel- 
evision in every stateroom,” trav- 
eling over a noiseless track at 100 
miles an hour, did not th@n seem 
inconceivable—"‘the railroad of the 
future.”

In more prosperous 
times he has considerable difficulty competing 
with the more refined product even at lower 
prices, but when money is scarce many customers 
buy the cheaper water mill flour and get along

It is along the creeks in the rugged sections Mill. 
of Douglas, Taney and Ozark Counties that 
one can find the old water mill most in evidence. There are at 
least eight now in operation within 25 miles of Ava and two or 
three others are being overhauled in preparation for heavy duty 
this fall. Some of these still make use of the picturesque overshot 
wheel and go lumbering and creaking along just as old mills are 
wont to do in song and verse. The majority, however, employ the 
turbine instead of the water wheel. It is less picturesque, but mill 
experts say it furnishes more power. It is a horizontal wheel 
about four feet in diameter, with a series of curved vanes rotat- 
ing about a central spindle. It operates from the bottom of a 
pit under the pressure of six or eight feet of water. 

In nearly every case the water turning these Ozark mills 
gushes from a nearby spring. The original builder had only to

CHICAGO. 
ACK of the solid, 
masculine - looking 
desk in Miss Patri- 
cia Reilly’s edito- 
rial sanctum is the 
original of a mag- 
azine-cover girl of 
that tropic beauty 
J that would seem to 
exist, if at all, only 
on magazine covers. Curiously enough, 
Miss Reilly might almost have posed 
for this cover on the magazine of 
which she has just become editor. She 
is small, dark, very feminine looking, 

with a smile of warm congeniality. 

There is something almost pert and 
impudent about her. It is fitting that 
she should become—as she recently 
did—editor of College Humor. You 
would not be surprised to meet her at 
a Theta tea one Sunday afternoon on 
any campus. She would fit into that 
picture. But it was not for appear- 
ance, however much publishers may 
appreciate an attractive gal around 
the place, that she was chosen as 
editor of a magazine that has a na- 
tional circulation and a good-sized 
business revenue. 

Since she left Columbia University 
in 1922, she has successfully demon- 
strated her editorial capability, first 
in one capacity and then another. 
And now, at 31, she has been rewarded 
with a man-sized editorial job at a 
man-sized salary. 

As a ‘teen-age child in Warren, 
Pennsylvania, which is still on the map 
in spite of the last census, she de- 
scribes herself as ‘‘just the most 
modest thing you ever saw. I blush 
when I think about how modest I was 
then.’’ She wanted, of all things, to 
be a dancer. Ruth St. Denis’ school 
in California loomed large in this 
child's ambition. But she got side- 
tracked, somehow, and her family sent 
her off to Columbia, where she spent 
two years, taking some courses in 
journalism. 

She was reading from week to week 
that liberal magazine, The Freeman. 


It represented to an inquiring 20-year- - 


old from Warren, Pennsylvania, every- 
thing that was audacious and brave. 
She liked The Freeman. So she quit 
school and went down and applied for 
a job on the magazine of her choice. 
They told her on The Freeman, as 
many thousands of young hopefuls 
have been told before and since, that 
there was no opening. 

This was somewhat disillusioning. 
She hadn't expected that at all. The 
magazine she admired next to The 
Freeman was The Bookman. So 
next she went to the editorial offices 
of The Bookman, and there she was 
interviewed by Stanley Rhinehart, who 
has subsequently made a name for 
himself as a publisher. She got a job 
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as general, all-around assistant. Since 
then she has marveled at her luck, but 
at the time it seemed the most natural 
thing in the world. The staff of The 
Bookman was very small. The editor 
was the poet and novelist, John 
Farrar, now co-partner with Rhinehart 
in a publishing firm. 

“It was grand,’ says Miss Reilly. 
“Mr. Farrar was an enormously stim- 
ulating person to work for. Because 
the staff was so small I got every kind 
of experience, from make-up to proof- 
reading. 

“And I interviewed 
every kind and condition.

‘author seemed to me, then, and still 


seems to me, the most fascinating kind 
of person. I wanted to write myself 
but I very quickly realized, and with 
few pangs of disillusionment, that I 
would never write the Great American 
Novel. But possibly some day I shall 
go back to writing.”’ 


OR several years she was very 
Pr vw and contented, learning the 

business of editing a magazine. 
Then along came H. N. Swanson, 
editor of that infant prodigy among 
magazines, College Humor. The maga- 
zine has had a curious history. It was 
the idea of J. M. Lansinger and a fra- 
ternity brother of his, attending 
Franklin and Marshall College in Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania, that a magazine 
especially edited for collegians would 
go over. It began as a kind of year- 
book of humor lifted from college mag- 
azines all over the country. Finally it 
became College Humor, a quarterly, 
started in 1921. Big publishers scoffed. 
It would never go, they said. 

Lansinger brought Swanson from 
small Grinnell College in Iowa, where 
he had been the highly successful 
editor of the school’s Malteaser, and 
made him editor of College Humor. 
Under his dircetion it developed into 
a magazine of wide interest with fic- 
tion and special departments. Always 
on the alert for new writers, he intro- 
duced, among others, Percy Marks, 
Katherine Brush, and Lois and Seyster 
Montross. 

Miss Reilly came to College Humor 
e€s managing editor. It was radically 
different, as she immediately discov- 
ered, from The Bookman. College 


Humor was at that time exploring 
the gin-and-necking departments of 
the campus. Everyone on the mag- 
azine was young—Swanson is today 
only 32—-and it was fast approaching 
its peak circulation of 300,000. All 
members of the staff were expected to 
keep closely in touch with the colleges, 
particularly the Middle-Western col- 
leges. They were sent on frequent trips 
of inspection to the univer- 
sities, Illinois, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri. Such a trip was 
one of Miss Reilly's first ad- 
ventures on College Humor. 
“T had the most amusing 
time. I wanted to see exactly 
what kind of an existence 
these collegians led and I _  cer- 
tainly found out. The co-eds took 
me in quite as one of them. They got 
me a date, the cutest date you eve: 
saw. He had no idea how old I was 
and, of course, I had told the girls not 
to let on who I was. I had an up- 
roariously good time and I believe I 
got a first glimpse of life on a Middle- 
Western campus.”’ 

When she had been in Chicago less 

than a year, Miss Reilly met John 
Knox Foster of Montclair, New Jer- 
sey, a trader in stocks and bonds, sent 
by his firm from 
New York to the 
Chicago office. 
“We had to begin 
with,” she says, 
“our mutual ha- 
tred of Chicago.”’ 
It wasn’t like New 
York and that was 
enough to damn it 
in the eyes of a 
New Yorker. “I 
think that must 
have been the

Her husband was a graduate of Dart- 
mouth and a hockey player there and 
afterward on amateur teams in New 
York. He is also a champion diver. 
“He gave me a great many new in- 
terests. That was helpful on the mag- 
azine—I’d known nothing about 
sports. My husband is all for my 
working. He thinks I'd simply die on 
the vine if I didn’t have something to 
keep me busy constantly. My name 
appears now as Patricia Reilly Foster, 
but I’m not so old-fashioned as to care 
whether I’m calied Miss Reilly or Mrs. 
Foster. That kind of feminism seems 
to be a thing of the past.’’ 

For a long time before coming to 
Chicago there had been burning in 
Miss Reilly’s mind a plot that she 
thought would make a swell novel.

“The best thing of all,’ she says, ‘‘is 
discovering someone with talent. That 
is what I am interested in.

Defending the ‘Third Degree’ on the Grounds

MINEOLA, L. I. 
HE death of Hy- 
man Stark, New 
York burglar and 
drug addict, which 
resulted in the in- 
dictment of thirteen 
members of the 
Nassau County Po- 
lice Department on 
peer various charges, 
has aroused wide public indignation 
over police methods and is provoking 
an animated discussion of the ‘‘third 
degree,’’ with opinion sharply divided. 

When Hyman Stark, 20-year-old 
thug, started out on the morning of 
July 15 in a rented automobile with 
his three East Side companions—Alex- 
ander Drangel, Isse Stein and Philip 
Cacala, all of them in their early 
twenties—he was not only moving to- 
ward his own death, but was taking 
the first step in a sequence of events 
that already promise to have nation- 
wide consequences. 

They drove immediately to Roslyn, 
Long Island, and boldly entered the 
home of Mrs. Valeria Hyzenski, 64- 
year-old mother of Detective Hyzenski 
of the Nassau homicide squad. The 
old lady was alone in the house, and 
Stark, the leader of the gang, had evi- 
dently blundered in selecting the 
house, for his first question. when he 
confronted the woman with a revolver, 
was, ‘‘Where's the liquor?’’ 


She gave the robbers. what 
money she had—a $5 bill. Stark

A neighbor 
found the old woman bleeding from 
her wounds, the police were notified 
dnd in less than an hour a motorcycle 
patrolman spotted the robbers’ car, 
arrested them and made them drive to 
the station. Police found a revolver 
and a signet ring in the car, and at the 
hospital later Mrs. Hyzenski identified 
two of the men who were taken 
before her. 

Assistant District Attorney Littleton 
appeared at Police Headquarters at 
Mineola to question the prisoners. He 
questioned three of them and told the 
police that he had enough for a clear- 
cut case. It was then late in the 
afternoon, Littleton: had an appoint- 
ment, and he decided to 
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A statement like that from police 
always excites curiosity, and when the 
Coroner gave his report it was found 
that curiosity was well justified. His 
report stated that Stark's body had 
been covered with bruises and that the 
immediate cause of death was stran- 
gulation resulting from a fractured 
larynx, a type of injury, he observed, 
that might easily have been caused by 
beating the prisoner's throat with a 
piece of rubber hose or a blackjack. 

At a hearing the three surviving 
prisoners testified that they had been 
beaten and had seen detectives beat 
Stark. As a result of their statements 
and admissions extracted from reluc- 
tant members of the force, thirteen 
men were indicted: a deputy chief of

put off the questioning of 
Stark until the next day. 
Before he left, however, 
he cautioned the police 
against any rough tactics 
with the prisoners, say- 
ing that he had all the 
evidence necessary to pro- 
cure a quick conviction. 

The detectives, how- 
ever, weren't satisfied 
with seeing the law take 
its normal course. Infu- 
riated at the treatment in- 
flicted on the mother of 
one of their fellow offi- 
cers, they soundly beat 
the three prisoners who had ad- 
mitted their part in the robbery, and 
then they turned their attention to 
Stark, who had not yet been ques- 
tioned. 

Exactly what happened in the base- 
ment at Police Headquarters that aft- 
ernoon hasn't yet been related. But 
newspaper men were barred from the 
place at the time, and about 9 p. m. 
a physician drove to headquarters and 
hurriedly entered. A few minutes later 
the police department surgeon also 
arrived ina hurry. It was at midnight 
that Inspector McCahill announced 
that the prisoner Stark had suddenly 
collapsed and died during questioning. 
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murder, a lieutenant and 
three detectives on a 
charge of second degree 
murder, five detectives— 
including Hyzenski, son 
of the victim of the rob- 
bery—and two patrolmen, 
charged with second de- 
gree assault, and another 
patrolman charged with 
obstructing justice. 

Immediately after the 
indictments were returned 
citizens of Nassau County 
began to collect defense 
funds. Their motives may 
not have been entirely 
unselfish, for Stark's sister had 
announced her intention to sue Nassau 
County for $190.000 for the death of 
her brother, and the money, if 
awarded in judgment, would, of course, 
have to come from the taxpayers’ 
pockets. But some of the men collect- 
ing defense funds are prominent citi- 
zens, including bank presidents and 
physicians, and their attitude seems to 
be based on a belief that rough treat- 
ment is the only sure way to discour- 
age criminals, in view of the unrelia- 
bility of juries and the skill of crim- 
inal lawyers.

PERSIAN HELMET 


HIS helmet is the forty- 
eighth in a series of master- 
pieces which are being rromi- 
nently displayed at the City 
Art Museum by Director 
Meyric Rogers. Each week 
one of the museum's rarest 
treasures is placed in the 
alcove to the left of the 
entrance. Each masterpiece 
will be reproduced in the Sunday Magazine 
of the Post-Dispatch, with an account by 
museum authorities of its history. The com- 
plete series will serve as an excellent guide 
to the most precious possessions of the city’s 
museum. The story of the helmet follows: 


Unlike Western armor, the style of which 
changed almost as rapidly as the fashions 
in clothes, Oriental armor so far as records 
remain has undergone a surprisingly small 
amount of change. Fundamentally Oriental 
armor developed no further than the style 
reached by European armor about the begin- 
ning of the fifteenth century, 4 style char- 
acterized by the use of chain mail re- 
enforced by metal plates. This beautifully 
chiseled helmet of ‘‘Damascus” steel, with 
its long camail or veil of chain mail is a 
typical unit of the light and skillfully 
wrought armor of the East. Such pieces. 
lacking heavy neck guard and _ visor, 
were pre-eminently practical defenses in a 
hot climate where swift attack and retreat 
by cavalry lightly armed with bows Was a 
customary method of warfare. 

The principal decoration, an incised all- 
over herringbone pattern, is one of the 
favorite geometric designs of Mohammedan 
craftsmen. It is also a widely used architec- 
tural decoration, and an application of it 
very similar to that upon the helmet may 
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went the rounds of the country- 
side. It wasn’t long until a good 
many settlers had had actual per- 
sonal encounters with these 
spooks and some of the hill people 
refuse to this day to pass the place 
after nightfall. 

The elder Cox tells with a 
twinkle in his eye about one of 
his own tangles with the appari- 
tion of Jackson’s Mill. 

‘“‘My daddy always taught me 
there wasn’t any such thing as a 
ghost,” he relates, ‘‘but just the 
same the worst scare I ever had in 
my life I got passing that mill late 
one night. I was grown then, too. 
My brother lived up the road to 


one of his children got 
awful sick one night. 
My brother asked me 
to go for the doctor. 
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There was just one doctor in the 
country then and he lived over 
where the Roy store is now. I 
had to ride up the hollow direct- 
ly past the mill to get there. When 
I started the moon was about an 
hour high and I got along all 
right.

“There was a. porch or platform 
in front of the door and as I rode 
down the creek I saw something 
white standing on that platform. 
I didn’t believe in ‘hants,’ but the 
stories I had been hearing all my 
life about the headless ghost that 
walks around Jackson's Milil stuck 
in my mind and my hair seemed 
to stand right up on end. I hada 
chilly feeling all the way down. 
I couldn’t circle around it. The 
hills on both sides of the road 
were too steep for a horse to 
climb. I either had to ride past 
it to get home or go back. I de- 
cided to try to ride past it.

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‘As I got nearer the white thing 
seemed to rise up higher and 
higher.

Joseph Lyon, instead of Doc 
Ford, is generally regarded here- 
abouts as the real father of Jack- 
son's Mill. Lyon, destined to be 
remembered also for his tragic 
death, came. out to the Ozark 
country _ from Cleveland about 
1860. He bought the property 
from Ford and moved the mill ma- 
chinery to a new building on 
the present site, a short distance 
down the creek. 


HIS building burned about 

20 years ago and was re- 

placed by the one-story 
board structure which still stands. 
Lyon also built the mill race which 
is still in use and on a nearby 
hilltop erected the first house in 
this part of the country which had 
‘store’ doors and windows. These 
he hauled from Rolla, more than 
100 miles away, with an ox team. 

Joseph Lyon was one of the 
many Missourians murdered from 
behind the cloak, of military ser- 
vice during the Civil War. He was 
shot dead from the brush one 
night as he sat on the ground a 
few yards from his home talking 
to a neighbor. The consensus of 
the countryside was that Jim 
Helms, member of a ‘“Bush- 
whacker” band, killed him. Thom- 
as Cox tells about it: 

‘Around Civil War time people 
used to argue a lot over politics, 
and Lyon had a political argu- 
ment with Helms that ended in 
a bitter quarrel. Helms lived

be seen upon the domes of the Khanka 
Barkuk (1400-10) in Cairo. 


The helmet is 


further enriched by decorative inscriptions 
damascened in gold and by delicate open- 
work arabesques upon the bases of the two 
plume holders, one of which is broken, and 
upon the boss at the top, from which the 
point of the crest is also broken. The former 
presence of a nose guard is indicated by two 
holes at the front of the lower edge of the 
helmet. A pierced plate on the front of the 
helmet bearing an inscription is probably a 
later edition as it covers a hole broken in 
the helmet. The inscription Bism Allah el 
Rahman al Rahmin, “In the name of God, 
the merciful, the compassionate,’ is the 
opening phrase of each chapter of the Koran. 


HE helmet was formed from ‘‘Damas- 
cus” steel of closely layered quality, 
the peculiar markings of which enrich 
the polished surface. This famous type of 
steel, produced throughout the Orient, was 
sometimes made by welding and rewelding 
layers of iron and steel of varying color and 
hardness and sometimes by a process of cru- 
cible work. The camail of fine steel and 
brass links arranged in a zig-zag pattern 
may not be contemporary with the helmet. 
At any rate, the links are not riveted as 
were those of earlier mail and hence could 
have afforded but secant protection against 
the shafts from a strong bow. 

This piece was found in the Jumaa 
Mosque in Kazvin in 1896. The chief of the 
mosque, Seyd Hussein, stated that it had 
been in the mosque during his life and that 
of his father. It was thought to have be- 
longed to Shah Tahmasp (1524-1576) and 
was used in the Passion Play of the month 
of Mubarram during the national mourning 
for the saints of the Shi'ite church. 
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down on Beaver Creek near 
Rome. Both Lyon and Helms 
were hot-headed men, abusive 
when angry, and Helms was mean 
and low-down along with it. Well, 
when the Civil War started, Helms 
joined a band of guerillas sup- 
posed to belong to the Confederate 
army, but which as a matter of 
fact didn’t belong to any army. 

“They caught a man named Bill 
Evans a mile or so down the creek 
one evening and came up on a 
high hill on the other side of the 
Lyon house and stopped. This man 
Evans knew Helms as well as he 
knew anybody and he recognized 
Helms in the gang. He said Helms 
and another man left the band and 
went down toward the house, Af- 
ter a while there was a shop and 
presently the two came back. 
Somebody asked Helms if they 
found him. Helms said yes, he had 
done what he set out to do. 

‘A lot of people here in these 
hills were killed like that. Helms 
never came back to this part of 
the country any more. There 
was a report that he had said 
he was coming back to kill 
Mike Naves and Naves carried a 
gun everywhere he went for years 
after that, but he was finally 
killed by a tree that fell on him. 
His gun didn’t do him any good.”’ 


HE old mill enjoyed its 
palmiest days under the 
Lyon ownership. Lyon put 
up a three-story building for 
the mill and had ae carding 
machine in another. This 
brought the settlers in from dis- 
tant points with their annual wool 
crop as well as their grain. There 
were two sets of fine flint burrs— 
one for wheat and one for corn— 
and a flour bolting outfit as well. 
Up until ag late as 1875 it was the 
last word in frontier milling equip- 
ment. In busy seasons the big 
wheel turned day and night and 
many a jolly backwoods gathering 
made the vailev ring with its mer- 
riment. It was not only a mill; it 
was a social center. 

After Lyon's death, his heirs 
operated the mill until 1877, when 
it was traded to Jasper Harles. 
Harles sold it to Frank Hart. 
Hart sold it to a man mamed Huff- 
man and from Huffman it passed 
to Steve Jackson, whose name it 
still bears. A long list of owners 
followed Jackson, Thomas Cox 
among them. He owned and oper- 
ated it at two diferent times, but 
still it is Jackson's Mill and one 
of the Ozark region's most vener- 
able landmarks. 

It has been a long time now 
since the headless phantom has ap- 
peared, but nobody can doubt 
that Jackson's Mill is haunted. It 
must be. Ghosts of the past are 
legion about the place. They lurk 
in the shadows of the great wal- 
nut trees at evening and keep vigil 
over the old wilderness trail that 
leads up Beaver Hollow.

ly adding to his collection. He 
has upwards of 150 Renoirs, 60 
Cezannes, 25 Picassos. His collec- 
tion is conservatively valued at be- 
tween three and five millions. 

Matisse is now completing a se- 
ries of murals for the Barnes gal- 
leries. When these arrive and are 
installed, probably in the fall, it is 
expected that the Barnes collec- 
tion will be more representative of 
Matisse than any other collection 
in the world, public or private. 
It is reported that when the mu- 
rals are in place, Dr. Barnes will 
open his gallery to the public for 
two or three weeks. But not of 
his own volition. It is understood 
that a request has come from the 
French Government and from Ma- 
tisse himself. 

One of the most famous pictures 
in Dr. Barnes’ collection is Cezan- 
ne'a “The Card Players.’’ This was 
one of Cezanne’s favorite subjects 
and there are five figures, each 
one masterful in design. The 
large canvas of ‘“‘The Card Play- 
ers’ in the Barnes gallery is al- 
most as important to the history 
of modern art as the Seurat in the 
Chicago Art Institute, “Afternoon 
on the Grand Jatte,"’ for which, re- 
cently, a French syndicate offered 
$600,000. 

What will happen to Dr. 
Barnes’ collection on his death is 
a matter of conjecture here. But 
it is fairly certain that his pic- 
tures will not be left in the keep- 
ing of the City of Brotherly Love.
